decided to surrender. 


Council to Confer. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REFPORT.] 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—A 
special dispatch from Cape 
Town, dated Sunday, says 
that advices received there 


from Pretoria report Presi- 


dent Kroger as now being in 
ef an unconditional sur- 
render. 


It is added that it is ex- 
pected the Executive Council 
will.meet Monday or Tuesday 
to discuss the advisability of 
such astep. The report, it is 
stated here, must be accepted 
with reserve. 


IN A TIGHT CORNER. 


Gen. Yule at Glencoe Faces the Main 
Boer Army. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—{[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch from Ladysmith, 
Natal, dated 4:15 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon, has just been received. It is a 
literal repetition of the Cape Town- 
Glencoe advices of yesterday, and it 
is regarded as somewhat ominous that 
nothing’ has since been received re- 
specting the result, especially . when 
viewed in the light of Lord Wolsley’s 
statement that Gen. .Yule’s force felt 
it necessary to retire from Dundee to 
Glencoe Junction. Gen. Yule evidently 
is in a tight Corner, as he now has or 
had to face the main Boer army under 
Gen. Joubert. 

Gen. Sir George Stewart White, the 
British commander-in-chief in Natal, 
will undoubtedly detach part of the 
force which was victorious at Elands 
Laagte to his-assistance. Such a de- 
tachment, however, will leave Lady- 
smith poorly protected against the 
threatened attack from the west, as 
Gen. Hunter Saturday wired that the 
departure of the force to Elands Laagte 
left him with only a couple of battal- 
ions of regulars, a mountain battery 
and 500 Natal volunteers to defend the 
town, which is the British military 
base in North Natal. Further news, 
therefore, is anxiously awaited. 

TIDINGS RECEIVED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The War Office 
received the following dispatch from 
Gen. George Stewart White, comman- 
der in Natal, dated Ladysmith camp, 
4:45 p.m. today: “Gen. Yule _tele- 
graphed me yesterday evening that the 
wounded at Dundee were doing well.” 
This greatly relieves the anxiety re- 
garding Glencoe, as the British there 
had evidently not been attacked up to 
last evening. 

GLENCOE ATTACKED SUNDAY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOPT 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Phe Daily Tele- 
graph has received the following from 
Ladysmith, dated Sunday, at 2:lv p.m.: 

“The Boers, reported to be 9000 strong, 
and under the command of (Com. 
mandant-General Joubert and Presi- 


dent Kruger, in person, are to- 
day attacking Glencoe. Gen./Yule, com- 
manding our troops, h moved his 


camp back into a better defensive po. 
sition.” 


LONDON IN TREMORS. 


Fears That the British Forces in 
‘Natal are Cut Of. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

‘ LONDON, Oct. 244.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.J]. No news ‘yet received tends 
to dispel the apprehension caused by 
Lord Wolsley’s brief summary of the 

situation. 

A Pietermaritzburg dispatch says 
that the censor now permits no mes- 
sage to be sent from the front. Other 
dispatches represent the Boers as 
boasting that Dundee is absolutely cut 
off, and assert that despite the British 
yenserwee the situation is still uncer- 
tain 


pon 


The Pretoria dispatch giving the re- 


port of Gen. Joubert to the government 
evidently refers to the first battle at 
Glencoe, and the reasons why Com 
mandant Erasmus failed to come to 
the assistance of Commandant Meyer 
cannot be fathomed. Had he done so, 
the British victory might have been 
still more dearly bought. Probably 
Commandant Meyer having arrived at 
the rendezvous first, thought to get all 
the glory of wiping out the Britishers 
himself, and opened attack without 
waiting for the others. If so, the 
Boers suffered badly because of his 


hastiness. 

It @Ppears, however, that the bril- 
liant victory at Elands agte was 
productive of no effect for the relief 
of Glencoe, and the very reticence and 
brevity of Lord Wolsley’s communica- 
tion are only ominous. It seems to 
be worded to prepare the public for 
bad news, and it is only too likely that 
Gen. Yule has been compelled to aban- 
don the wounded and prisoners at Dun- 
dee because his force is too weak to 
hpld the four and a@ half miles separat- 
ing Dundee from Glencoe. 

Probably Gen. believes he can 
better protect from an enemy 
advancing from the northwest by con- 
centrating all his available strength 
at Glencoe, where there are now 3500 
men and three batteries. In the mean 
time, efforts will. be made to reopen 
the railway and to get reinforcements 
from Ladysmith. 

It is expected that Commandant 
Erasmus: has by this time joined Com- 
mandant-General Joubert, and that 
their combined columns amount to 
some 10,000 or 11,000 men, while the 
Free State Boers. now threatening 
Ladysmith from the east, and a col- 
umn reported to be coming through 
Zululand must also be reckoned with. 

In short, Geri. Sir George Stewart 
White has ‘been unable to follow up his 
successes, and is obliged to remain at 
Ladysmith without being able to re- 
store railway communica‘ion, which is 
probably broken at other points be- 
sides Elands Laagte. 

Thus the enemy, although their orig- 
inal plan, which was to have supported 
Col. Schiel, failed, may fairly be cred- 
ited with having isolated Gen. Yule’s 
brigade, and divided the British forces 
in Natal. Gen. Yule may find himself 
in a tight place, needing all his experi- 
ence in Indian nd Burmese fighting to 
extricate himself. 

It is quite evident that the War Office 
has news which has been withheld 
from the public, and, if the situation as 
here sketched is confirmed, Boer divi- 
sions may be expected at other fron- 
tier points. 

Up to midnight, the War Office was 
besieged with Inquiries. The heavy list 
of British losses caused much heart- 
burning. A workingman, who was 
reading the list, said: “This is the price 
of suzerainty! Good God, but we are 
paying in full!” 

It is regarded as not impossible that 
Gen. White may yet be compelled to 
concentrate all the Natal forces at 
Ladysmith, and await the arrival of 
the army corps. 

A dispatch to the Times from Coles- 
burg, Cape Colony, says: “The situation 
(Monday) is grave. The Boers are 350 
strong, and will be reinforced from 
Driekopf. The defense is,possible. The 
town guard will retire on Naauwpoort 
the appearance of the enemy. The 
ikopf force is estimated at 1500.men. 
fighting at Glencoe has been pla- 
catded at Bethulie, the frontier town 
on the East London line, as a brilliant 
victory.” 

SHELLING OF DUNDEE. 
PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—The Daily News 
publishes the following dispatch from 
Ladysmith, dated Sunday night: “A 
large force under Comandant-General 
Joubert and Commander Vogan opened 
fire on Dundee yesterday. The firing 
was continued today. The result is not 
known here.” ® 


THAT BRILLIANT SUCCESS, 


Correspondents Still Dwelling on 
the Elands Laagte Battle. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
LONDON, Oct. 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily Mail publishes the fol- 
lowing description of the battle of 
Elands Laagte, from its special war 
correspondent, G. W. Stevens, filed at 

Ladysmith: 

“The battle was a brilliant and com- 
plete success. The Boers numbered 
from 1200 to 2000, and probably had 
about 100 killed and 150 wounded. The 
fighting itself was like a practical illus- 
tration of handbook tactics, each arm 
represented doing its proper work to 
perfection. The Gordon Highlanders in 
their attack advanced in magnificent 
order. They were immediately saluted 
= a heavy fire, which told from the 

rst. 

“Their major fell with a bullet’in his 
leg, but as he lay where he fell he lit 
a pipe and smoked placidly while the 
advance continued. As man after man 
dropped, supports were rushed into the 
firing line, our men darting from cover 
to cover, splendidly led, and ever ad- 
vancing. As ridge after ridge was won, 
the Highlanders still found a new ridge 
confronting them, and thus they fought 
their bleeding way until the final ridge 
was neared, with nearly every officer 
down. 

“Then slamming every available man 
into the firing line, Manchesters, 
Devons and Light Horse all mixed, 
with bugles chanting to advance, bag- 
pipes shrieking, and the battle a con- 
fused surge, our men swept, yelling, 
forward, and the position was won. 

“Meanwhile squadrons of Lancers 
and Dragoons lapped round the Boer 
left flank, catching the enemy as they 
retired in order, goring and stamping 
them to pnieces.”’ 

OTHER GRAPHIC ACCOUNTS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—Interesting and 

graphic accounts are supplied by the 
war correspondents of the battle of 
Elands Laagte, of which the following 
are extracts: “The Daily Telegraph 
says: 

“Gen. French commenced the action 
at 6:30 a.m. The enemy had only just 
finished coffee, when they were sur- 
prised, and nearly all our prisoners 
were caught in the vicinity of the cap- 
tured train. The mining and railway 
officials escaped from the enemy and 
came in to us to, the number of thirty- 
seven whites, besides many natives and 
coolies. Both of the latter classes had 
been robbed and compelled to work by 
the Boers. The whites were treated 
fairly well, though they were made to 
take an oath to remain neutral, ete. A 


Boer sergeant, a native of Cape Colony, } 


hid his rifle, and came in with twenty 
of his captives 

“The ‘Manchester regiment, with the 
characteristic hardihood of British in- 
fantry, all marched straight back at 
the enemy, too often careless of taking 
cover, despite the rattling, hissing and 
spitting of the Mauger’ bullets. Tommy 
Atkins says, in effect: ‘What! Hide 
from yokels? Let ‘em shoot.’ Dis- 
cipline has its drawbacks as well as 
its advantages, and our soldiers, who 
have learned the Boer tactics, are now 
capable of readjusting the mistakes of 
the past. 

“The panorama was heightened and 
colored by the red hue of °F flashes,

and shots tore along, roaring 7 
the air like express trains in 4 tunnel, 
bursting noisily, and spdliting flame, 
lead and steel, which hissed like hot 
iron dropped into water. The places 
of explosion were marked by clouds of 
earth and a nimbus of white smoke. 

“The enemy bobbed about over the 
rocks like jacks in the box, firing heav- 
ily at us and with fair accuracy, for 
the Mauser rifle is a terrible weapon, 
though it inflicts a clean wound. Many 
of them used explosive bullets. The 
Boer shells were mostly percussion, and 
threw up volcanoes of mud and stone 
about our gun crews. It should be 
noted that, especially on rocky ground, 
percussion shells give better results 
than high bursting shrapnel. 

“Col. Scott Chisholm of the Imperial 
Light Horse courted disaster by waving 
his scarf to give encouragement to his 
men, who really needed none. Suddenly 
somebody showed a white flag, and 
Col. Hamilton tried to stop the fight- 
ing, but the party of Boers ensconced 
on a conical hill and caring for their 
comrades, took advantage of the lull 
to deliver a heavy fire. The Gordon 
Highlanders and the Manchesters were 
rendered more savage than ever by 
this, and redoubled their energy. for 
the Boers in the hollows were deliver- 
ing a flanking fire. 

“Our Tommies got wonderful quanti- 
ties of loot—from silk hats and frock 
coats to beaded Kaffir loin cloths. It 
is a sight today to see them loaded 
with their booty. 

“Although we gave the prisoners the 
best seats around the campfires, many 
of the poor wounded had to lie out on 
the bare hillsides, where they gpent a 
terrible night crying: ‘Fod God's sake, 
give us water! Get a doctor for us! 
Out here are British and Boers!’ One 
man fired round after round from his 
revolver to attract attention to his 
whereabouts, for the field of battle 
covered miles. The Boers say that the 
kilts of the Gordon Highlanders made 
them conspicuous targets.’’ 

The Daily News says: 

“The approaching fall of darkness 
was a great factor in the last phases 
of the fight, making the capture of the 
position at once absolutely imperative. 
By this time the crack or rifles and rat- 
tle of Maxims had become absolutely 
furious. Our men understood the ne- 
cessity well enough. 

“Nothing loth, they exposed them- 
selves gallantly in their resolution to 
drive the Boers from their last stand. 
Officers, sergeants and men feil in the 
lines, but nothing checked the flerce 
onset. Conspicuous among.the Gordon 
Highlanders and in the fighting line 
throughout was Lord Ava, attached es- 
pecially to the brigadier’s staff. 

“The final rush was a sight to see. 
With leveled bayonets, cheering as 
they went, our men sprang over the 
boulders that were strewn at their 
feet. The Boers, recoiling, fired wildly, 
and then dashed down the rugged slope 
to escape the annihilation which threat- 
ened them. Some, desperately intent 
on killing, returned to the Neck, in 
the rear of which the Highlanders 
crouched behind some boulders. These 
men fired on ambulance men at work 
among the wounded.

SLUGG ING THE BOERS. 


British Gave em a London 
ring Kind of Beating. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The British victories in Natal, 
following each other in quick succes- 
sion, though accompanied by heavy 
losses on the side of the victors, bear 
striking testimony to the valor of the 
vanquished Boers. They appear to 
have fallen victims to the very plan 
on which they counted to drive the 
British to the sea. They have been 
beaten in detail by counterstrokes, 
carefully considered and brilliantly 
carried out in the face of courageous

opposition, which has done much to 
increase British respect for the burgh- 
ers, whose splendid valor and deter- 
mination, it is universaily admitted, : 
reached the highest level. 

Fuller accounts of Saturday's battle 
at Elands Laagte emphasized the 
splendid gallantry exhibited 
sides and the superiority of the British 
in a pitched battle, although the Boers 
fought with the greatest tenacity to 
the last, only yielding when further 
fighting was hopeless. 

An armored train with the men of 
the Manchester Kegiment appeared on 
the left at Ladysmith at daybreak 
Saturday, in support of the Johannes- 
burg Imperial Light Horse and Natal 
Field Artillery, with the object of re- 
opening communication with Elands 
Laagte. The artillery took up a posi- 
tion above the tawn, and shelled the 
railway station, from which the Boers 
ran out and the British mounted in- 
fantry, entering the place, released 
the English prisoners. 

The Boers. numbering some sixteen 
hundred men, with three guns, oc- 
cupied a commanding position. They 
poured such a well-directed fire on the 
British and their scouts were so ac- 
tive that the British force steadily re- 
tired until reinforcements arrived, 
when the mounted infantry was sent 
to drive the Boer scouts from the 
ridges on the right. A large force of 
mixed cavalry, in the meanwhile, 
swept over the plain and up the hill 
on the right. The Lancers met with 
a heavy fusillade, while on the left a 
British battery opened fire with good 
effect. The British infantry, who had 
debarked from the railway train dur- 
ing the interim, advanced steadily 
over the plain and up the rocky ridge, 
previously cleared by the cavalry. 
The Boer artillery dropped shrapnel 
into the advancing columns, but the 
British finally scaled the hill whence 
they overlooked the broad vailey to 
three rocky hills forming the Boers’ 
position, the camp being in the center. 

The Boers had a battery of three 
large guns. The smaller hills were 
also strongly held. On the Boer right 
was the station in a valley on the 
British left. The latter’s cavalry was 
on both flanks, and a battery on the 
right was busy throwing shrapnel at 
the Boers’ batteries. 

The British infantry formed for the 
attack in extended order behind the 
brow of the hill, the Devonshires on 
the left, with four companies of Man- 
chesters and some of the Gordons on 
the right. 

At about 5 p.m. the infantry ad- 
vanced through the valley as steadily 
as if on a field day. Half way up 
the slope they met a terrific infantry 
and artillery fire. The men fell rapidly, 
and the wounded were carried to the 
rear. But in spite of the steady work 
of the Boer guns and the sharpshooters 
concealed behind rocks, the increasing 
fire of the advancing British infantry 
gradually gained the upper hand, and 
the Manchesters and Gordons, edging 
toward the right, gained the top of the 
ridge, thus outflanking the enemy’s left. 

At 6 o'clock the bugles sounded the 
charge, and the British swept ahead. 
T Boers fought to the last. only at- 
tempting to escape when further fight- 
ing was hopeless. 

In the mean time the Devonshires, 
pressing steadily up the left, were 
strongly opposed at the Boer camp and 
from the flanking hills, and carried both 
at the charge,. with wild cheers and 
bugle blasts. By 7 o’clock the British 
had gained the position, and “Cease 
firing’ was sounded. 

* Three 12%-pounder Nordenfeldts were 
captured with quantities of munitions. 

The Boers’ dead and wounded among 
the rocks, who were numerous, were 
attended to as far as possible in the 
dark. 

Gen. French thanked the troops on 
the field, especially mentioning Col. 
Hamilton’s splendid handling of the 
infantry. 

The British bivouacked on the cap- 
tured position Saturday night. Some 
estimates place the boer losses at 500, 
but this is probably exaggerated. 

Col. Scott Chisholm, the only British 
officer killed, was formerly attached 
to the Ninth Lancers. He served with 
distinction in th Afghan war, and or- 
ganized the present Empertal Light

SALLY FROM CALAMBA. 


Maj. Cheatham Drives the Rebels 
for Three Miles. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
MANILA, Oct. 23, 5:50 p.m.—{By Ma- 
nila Cable.}] The insurgents around 
Calamba and Angeles have . bothered 
the Americans lately with their ree 
peated attacks, which, like most of the 
Filipino attacks, consist of shooting a 
lot of ammunition into their opponents’ 
camp from long range. Maj. Cheat- 
ham’s battalion of the Thirty-seventh 
Infantry, three companies of the Twen<- 
ty-first Infantry, a battery of the Fifth 
Artillery and a Gatling gun, sallied out 
this morning from Calamba, drove the 
Filipinos from their trenches, and pur- 
sued them for three miles, inflicting 
heavy loss on them. One American 
was killed and three were wounded in 

the Twenty-first Infantry. 

Lieut. Ferguson with twenty scouts 
of the Thirty-sixth Infantry, recon- 
noitering near Cabia, encountered a 
party of mounted Filipinos. He killed 
six of them and captured eight, with 
ten rifles. 

Four men from the gunboat Mari- 
veles were lured ashore eighteen 
miles from Iloilo, by a flag of truce and 
the insurgents killed one of them, 
wounded one and captured a third. 
The gunboat was unable to fire for fear 
of wounding the Americans. 

The second battalion of the Nine- 
teenth Regiment, Maj. Reefe command- 
ing, embarked for lloilo today, to re- 
inforce the troops. 

“HON. PRESIDENT” IGNORED.

Chappelle of New Orleans, apostolic 
delegate to Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines, today gave out a siaicment 
to the Associated Press, in which he 
says: 

“In answer to Gen. Funstons state- 
ment, made in an address to the stu- 
Gents of Stanford University, that: ‘If 
Congress would drive out the friars and 
confiscate every inch of church prop- 
erty, the bottom would drop out of the 
insurrection within one week; the in- 
habitants of Luzon are completely un- 
der the cruch,’ I deem it proper to make 
the following statement: 

“Knowing what I do from most re- 
liable authority of Gen. Funston's 
broad-mindedness and sense of fair- 
ness, I do not believe that he has been 
quoted correctly. He may have stated 
that the insurgents demand this as a 
condition of peace, but that he gave 
them as his own sentiments, I cannot 

it. 

my own experience, I know 
how easy it is to be misquoted. All I 
can say is, that if Gen. Funsto did 
make this statement, he manifes ed a 
dense ignorance of the work done by. 
the religious orders in the archipelago. 
On the very face of it, however, it 
shows quite plainly that it did not come 
from one as well posted as Gen. Fun- 
ston should be on affairs in Luzon. 

“He is quoted as saying: “The inhab- 
{tants of Luzon are completely under 
the church.’ Now, I would ask how 
can this be possible when every priest 
(with the exception of a few natives) 
in the Island of Luzon, outside of the 
walled city of Manila, is a, prisoner of 
the nsurgents? For the past eighteen 
months this state of affairs has ex- 
isted, and during all this period more 
than 359 friars have been undergoing 
unheard-of tortures in insurgent dun- 
geons. This being a fact, it is hard for 
me to see how the slands can be ‘un- 
Ger the friars.’ It looks to me as 
though just the opposite were the case. 

“That the insurgents have asked as 
one of their terms of peace the expul- 
sion of the friars and the confiscation 
to the insurgents of all the church 
property is a well-known fact, but we 
are told by the government officials 
(and I know it to be a fact from other 
reliable sources) that the insurgents 
represent only one tribe out of the 
eighty-five tribes peopling the archi- 
pelago, so the sentiments voiced by 
the insurgents about the friars and 
church property cannot be taken as the 
sentiments of the great body of the na- 
tives, no more than they can be taken 
as the sentiments of the natives to- 
ward our people and government. 

“Whatever the natives are or have 
they owe to the friars. 
were lifted out of savagery and 
brought under the blessed and refining 
influences of Christianity. As to the 
confiscation of the estates, you may 
as well talk of confiscating the estates 
of the Vanderbilts, the Astors and 
other millionaires whose estates have 
in the course of years grown so won- 
derfully. There would be just as much 
right and justice in one case as in 
the other. The status of the religious 
estates has been acquired in the usual 
way by purchase, and in the course of 
nearly four centuries they have natur- 
ally grown large, but if even unbiased 

Protestant witnesses are to be cred- 
ited, large as they are, all are used 
for the betterment and uplifting of the 
natives. 

“In a short time I will start for the 
Philippines. and I will personally in- 
vestigate all charges made against re- 
lgious orders, titles of property, etc. 
The church asks only justice, and I will 
not countenance the retention of one 
inch of property which is not now le- 
gitimately held. 

“I see that it is said that the object 
of my visit to the White House Satur- 
day was to protest against the looting 
and desecrating of the churches in the 
Philippines. This was not the case. 


As to the looting and desecrating of 


these churches, I am informed by a 
person whose word I cannot doubt 
that this looting was not done by our 
American soldiers, but the insurgents 
and the Chinese.”

that occurred in the Philippines be- 
tween Rear-Admiral John C. Watson, 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic sta- 
tion, and Commander F. D. Taussig 
of the Bennington, owing to a misun- 
derstanding as to the way in which 
certain orders of the admiral were to 
be carried out, as a result of which 
Commander Taussig was relieved of his 
command and ordered to return to the 
United States, has been closed by the 
Navy Department's action in the fol- 

lowing manner: 

“Admiral Watson's action is Held to 
be within the discretionary authority 
vested in him by Article 304, paragraph 
3, of the Navy Regulations, it being im- 
practicable to have a court of inquiry 
and, owing to the present importance 
of the Asiatic station, indispensable 
that harmony should be maintained in 
his command. 


“Commander Taussig is regarded, 
from the time of his arrival in the 
United States, as having been detached 
from duty on a foreign station. He 
was ordered home and placed on wait- 
ing orders as ordinary cases. He has 
now been given appropriate shore duty 
in connection with the Lighthouse Bu- 
reau, and, when practicable, will have 
command of another vessel, commen- 
surate with his rank, to serve elsewhere 
than on the Asiatic station.”’ 

COPYRIGHT IN MANILA. 

[AGSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.— Acting 
Postmaster-General Heath has _in- 
structed Directors of Posts Vaille at 
Manila that a United States citizen 
residing in the Philippine Islands may 
secure a copyright from that point, 
and, being so entitled, may deliver his 
matter to a postmaster exercising office 
under authority of the President of the 
United States, obtaining receipt there- 
for, and the postmaster must forward 
it to the Librarian of Congress here. 
This ruling is made on questions sub- 
mitted by Vaille who, among. other 
things, calls attention to the provision 
that copies of the matter sought to be 
copyrighed must be deposited “in the 
mails within the United States.”

BISBEE (Ariz.,) Oct. 23.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] No further blood has 
been spilled in the Naco Jght since 
the killing of James Ryan by the 
guards at 6 o'clock last night, but fur- 
ther trouble is expected hourly. 

The killing of Ryan was a most 
cowardly affair. He was unarmed, and 
was arrested while talking on the 
street. The guards started with him 
for the jail, when he stumbled and fell 
on the barbed-wire fence. Guards 
immediately opened fire, riddling his 
body with bullets, claiming afterward 
that he tried to escape, but eye- 
witnesses state otherwise. His body 
was allowed to lie in the broiling sun 
until nearly noon today. Parties wish- 
ing to remove it were denied the privi- 
lege. 

Since noon it has developed’ that 
Ryan was a British subject, and Brit- 
ish residents here are taking the mat- 
ter up and will have their government 
investigate it. Joe Rhodes’ = and 
George Marts, Americans, are still in 
jail at Naco, and cowboys now on 
this side state that they will not allow 
them to be taken away from there to 
be tried, as it means almost certain 
death to them, as has been proven in 
previous cases when prisoners are 
started from one place to another. 

The cowboys notified the Mexicans 
that unless the two _ prisoners were 
released or some explanation given for 
their arrest and confinement, serious 
hesults would follow. A messenger 
has been sent to the Mexican judge 
at La Morita, demanding that the 
boys be given a hearing tomorrow, or 
be released at once. 

The Mexcan guards have been rein- 
forced by a number of rurales and 
cordados, while a body of fifty Mexi- 
can cavalrymen are now on the way 
from La Morita (the Mexican custom- 
house,) to Naco. Col. Kosterlitzky and 
Gen. Fenochio left Magdalena this 
afternoon with another body of cav- 
alry. They expect to arrive at Naco 
tomorrow. Cowboys are being rein- 
forced from all parts of the country. 
Over a hundred well-armed men are 
now there. 

Thousands of rounds of ammunition 
and a number of rifles were bought 
here today, the stores being nearly 
cleared out. An order for a box of 
Winchesters was received here from 
the Mexican custom-house, and the 
rifles were sent down by wagon, but it 
is doubthful if they reach their desti- 
nation, as two well-armed cowboys 
left shortly afterward to overtake the 
teamster and capture the rifles. . 

A telephone message just received at 
Naco states that trouble is expected 
at any minute, as the cowboys will 
undoubtedly make an attempt to res- 
cue the prisoners. 


A TERROR DEAD. 


L.. A. Scott of Randsbuarg Dies as a 
Result of a Beating. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
RANDSBURG, Oct. 23.—At 8 
tonight, L. A. Scott breathed his last 
from the effects of the beating he re- 
ceived Sunday morning, the 15th inst. 
All the night before. the trouble he had 
been drinking and seeking a quarre!. 
He was known to be dangerous, and 


his enormous size made him the t2-ror 
of the camp. 

In the morning about 9 o’c!ock, he 
got into an altercation with Jack Har- 
tigan and Sam Fleming, ani was left 
bruised and helpless on the floor of the 
San Joaquin saloon. He has been care- 
fully nursed and cared for ever since, 
but he suffered terrfbly when conscious, 
complaining of his head. Much of the 
time he lay in a comatose condition. 
Yesterday he became worse and died 
tonight. He was to have been sent to 
the Sisters’ Hospital at Los Angeles to- 
night, but died before the train left. 

Scott had the record of killing the 
first man’ in Randsburg, having killed 
Richards, a saloon man in the fall of 
1896. After being in jail a long time, 
he was finally acquitted, and came 
back to Randsburg in the middl> of 
the summer. The two men have been 
arrested, and the Coroner has b2.n sent 
for.

Anneal Convention Will Work to 
Secure Congressional Action,

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—The Cal- 
ifornia Miners’ Association assembled 
in annual convention at Golden Gate 
Hall. President Neff called the dele- 
gates to order. Less than half an hour 
later the session took a recess until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon in order to 
permit the Committee on Credentials to 
prepare a report. 

Declaring the convention to be in ses- 
sion, Mr. Neff turned to Mayor Phelan, 
who was sitting on the rostrum, and in- 
troduced him to the body. Mayor Phe- 
lan welcomed the visitors in a few 
happy words, and was warmly ap- 
pPlauded at the termination of his re- 


marks. 


REPORTS AND ADDRESSES.

The principal topic to be discussed 
during the. convention is one involving 
the constitutionality of the Caminetti 
act. This act named a commission with 
power to grant licenses for the prose- 
cution of hydraulic mining after re- 
straining dams have been built, in cases 
where no possible damage would result 
by allowing debris to pass into water- 
courses. 

The miners have been content to 
abide by the decision of the commis- 
sion when it has refused to issue or re- 
scinded a license. The anti-debris men 
are not satisfied, and have questioned 
the authority of the commission on 
more than one occasion, hence consid- 
eration of the matter at this time. 

Other subjects that will receive the 
attention of the convention are: The 
best methods of conserving water sup- 
plies for mining purposes; a revision of 
the State mining laws; the urgin® upon 
Congress of the establishment of a de- 
partment of mines and mining; the 
pressing of the mineral lands bill, and 
the disposition of the $500,000 debris and 
dredging appropriation passed by Con- 
gress and the State Legislature,

HANGMAN’S VISIONS, 


Executioner Lunt of San Quentin 
Becomes a Mental Wreck. 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
SAN QUENTIN, Oct. 23.—Amos Lunt, 
who during eight years’ service at the 
State prison here*has executed twenty 
murderers, has become a mental wreck. 
He is haunted by visions of the men he 
has hanged. His condition has become 
so serious that Warden Aguirre will to- 
day send him to San Francisco, where 
an attempt will be made to restore his 
mental balance. If this fails, he will be 
committed to an asylum. 


Will Have a Third Trial. 


SANTA CRUZ, Oct. 23.—The Supreme 
Court has granted a new trial in the 
case of George Plyler and M. Schgedde, 
convicted of mayhem. Each has had 
two trials. Plyler is now under sen- 
tence for fourteen, and Schoedde for 
ten years. They have been in jail two 
years and six months. Charles Harris, 
on whom the crime was committed, 
disappeared from this city a year ago 
and has never been seen since. Joseph 
Harveston, the Constable found guilty 
of aiding Plyler, is now serving a sen- 
tence of fourteen years at San Quentin. 


Eureka’s Waterfront Suit. 


EUREKA, Oct. 23.—An important 
suit was filed today in the Superior 
Court, in which the city of Eureka is 
plaintiff and the Eel River and Eureka 
Railroad defendant. The action is 
brought to set aside the franchise 
granted that corporation by the Coun- 
cil that went out of office July 1. On 
the result of the suit depends whether 
the city will be depriv of the whole 
waterfront, worth many thousands of 
dollars, and whether the Klamath Ralil- 
road shall be allowed the right to en- 
ter the city. 


Oakland Singer Burned, 


OAKLAND, Oct. 23.—Miss Mattie Me- 
Leod, aged 25 years, was burned to 
death tonight by the accidental upset- 
ting of a coal-oil lamp. An explosion 
occurred, and her clothing was in- 
stantly enveloped in flames. She die 
in a few moments after the fire was. 
extinguished. Her father is a promi- 
nent contractor, and she was well 
known as a singer and worker in the 
Episcopal Church of this city. 


Bonanza in Washington. 


REPUBLIC (Wash.,) Oct. .23.—A 
sample taken carefully across the full 
face of the drift on the new level in 
the Republican mine assayed more 
than $2500 a ton. This is at a depth of 
600 feet, and is the richest average 
sample taken in the mine. The ledge at 
this point is nearly thirty feet wide, 
but the drft is being run through the 
richest ore. The camp is intensely ex- 
cited over these bonanza values at such 
depth. 


New Comic Opera. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—‘*The 
Conspirators” a new comic opera, was 
produced for the first time on any 
stage at Morosco’s Grand Operahouse 
tonight. H. J. Stewart composed the 
music and Clay M. Greene wrote the 
libretto. The opera was originally 
written for Agnes Huntington, but 
Was never produced, as she retired 
from the stage. The opera was re- 
ceived with great favor. 


Brakeman Killed at Davisville. 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 23.—The body 
of C. W. Langsdon, a brakeman em- 
ployed by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, was found lying on the track at 
Davisville this morning, just after the 
north-bound train pulled out. His head 
was badly crushed. How he met death 
is unknown, as no one witnessed the 
accident. He resided in Sacramento 
and leaves a widow and child. 


Pedd’s Death to Be investigated. 


SALINAS, Oct. 23.—John Pedd, an 
employé of the Spreckels Sugar Com- 
pany factory, was found dead today in 
the rear of the Hoffman Café He was 
known to have had considerable money 
upon his person, and $200 was found 
in his pockets. He was unmarried. An 
investigation will be made.

BOYCOTT BEGUN. 


Hoosac Tunnel Route Charges Ab- 
sorption of Differentials.

CHICAGO, Oct.. 23.—The  Hoosac 
tunnel route has inaugurated a boycott 
against the Chicago and Northwestern, 
the Rock Island and the Burlington 
on second-class tourist California 
business.

WARDNER AFTERMATH. 


WAR DEPARTMENT DOES NOT 
WANT CARE OF PRISONERS. 


Secretary Root Asks to Have Sol- 
dier Guards Supplanted by State 
Officers—Gov. Steunenburg Fears 
Reign of Terror—Cases Submit- 


bility. 


[ASBOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Gov. 
Steunenburg of Idaho had another con- 
ference today with Secretary Root re- 
specting the maintenance of Federal 
custody of the miners who are now 
held as prisoners in Idaho by the 
troops. The War Department is anx- 
ious to escape the responsibility for 
the further care of these prisoners. On 
the other hand, Gov. Steunenburg can- 
not see his way clear to accepting 
their custody because he has no suffi- 
clent force to take care of them. 

Secretary Root has suggested that 
the Governor issue a call for a special 
session of the Legislature to deal with 
the question. Meanwhile the War De- 
partment will continue, for a _ short 
time at least, to hold the prisoners. 


LETTERS UNCHANGED. 
[ASSOCIATED- PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON. Oct. 23.-—-Secretary 

Root, September 28, whote to Gov. 
Steunenzerg protesting against the fur- 
ther Cmployment of United Stats 
troops to guard the prisoners, saying: 

“I am informed that they are now 
being used by the civil authorities of 
the State and county as a guard for 
certain prisoners—upawrd of a hundred 
in number—who have been arrested by 
the civil authorities upon warrants ic- 
sued by the civil courts, and are held 
under such farrants or indictments, 
found by the grand jury of the county; 
that these prisoners, or most of them, 
have been held for a number of 
months, and that during.the period of 
their detention, the District Court of 
Shoshone county, which is the court 
having jurisdiction to try indictments 
found by the grand jury, has twice 
convened and adjourned without bring- 
ing these prisoners to trial; that the 
next regular term of court will not be 
held until January of next year, and in 
the mean time, unless something is 
done to prevent it, these prisoners 
would remain in prison under guard 
of these troops of the United States. 

“I do not wish in any way to make 
any suggestion relating to the admin- 
istration of justice in your State or to 
imply that the failure to bring these 
prisoners to trial has not been for 
perfectly good reasons, in accordance 
with the law and practice of the courts 
of Idaho, but I am much disinclined to 
have the troops of the United States 
continued longer in the attitude of 
retaining in custody the citizens of a 
State, who have remained so long 
without being tried, and I feel bound 
to urce that if it is not convenient to 
bring the prisoners to speedy trial, you 
will substitute civil guards as their 
custodians and relieve the trooys of the 
United States from further perform- 
ance of that duty.” 

The reply of Gov. Steunenburg, un- 
der date of October 10, asserts that the. 
withdrawal of the troops would surely 
result in a great loss of property and 
the loss of life in that vicinity. 

“Covert threats,”’ the Governor adds, 
“are constantly being made by those 
who engaged in the riot of April 29, 
which resulted in the déstruction of 
some $250,000 worth of property and 


soon as the troops are removed they 
will gratify their revenge upon those 
citizens who have been induced to as- 
sist the State in the attempt to ferret 
out crime, and the history of that re- 
gion convinces me hat these are not 
idle threats or the boasting of irre- 
sponsible parties, but are the expres- 
sions of deliberate and well-arranged 
purposes and plans. 

“It should be understood that this is 


‘not a conflict. between capital and la- 


bor, nor a question of wages, but it is 
a conflict between the State of Idaho 
and certain criminal organizations 
which seek to cloak themselves under 
the cover of labor organizations. 
These organizations were originally 
undoubtedly legal and proper, and were 
organized for a commendable purpose, 
but they have been taken possession of 
by men who utterly ignore all BAw, who 
are anarchists in belief and practice, 
and by such men _ transformed into 
criminal combinations. We do not 
concede for a moment that those or- 
ganizations in Shoshone,to which we 
were referring are having anything in 
common with the great labor organiza- 
tons throughout the country, and they 
are not in any way to be considered in 
that light. We are not in conflict with 
organized labor, as such, in any way 
whatever.”’ 

The Governor then gives a history of 
a series of crimes consisting of murder 
and arson, and the blowing up of 
mines, extending over a period of six 
lears from 1892, no effort being made 
by the county authorities to discover 
and prosecute the guilty parties. He 
closes as follows: 

“As to the guarding of the prisonérs, 
T will state that on November 1 the 
State will be able to relieve the troops 
of all such duties. This has been our 
desire from the beginning and it has 
been our intention at all times to per- 
form this service as soon as we could 
and we have done so, insoofar as it was 
possible. 

“It should be stated, here, however, 
that these men have not been held 
under, and by reason of indictments 
upon the part of the State but because 
they were men whom we could not 
permit to be at large under the present 
conodoitiono of affairs in that section.

LEADING CASUALTIES. 


Two Boer Génerals and a British 
Colonel Among the Dead.’ 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] An official dispatch from Lady- 
smith, the British headquarters in 
Natal, dated 10 p.m. yesterday, vives 
the following list of casualties among 
the prominent Boers in the battle at 
Elands Laagte:

An amended list of the British casu- 
alties at the battle of Elands Laagte 
places the number of officers killed at 
five and the wounded at thirty, and the 
number of non-commissioned officers 
and men killed at 37 and the wounded 
at 175, the total number of casualties 
being 247. Ten men are missing. 
| A private message from Ladysmith 
today says that a messenger who has 
just arrived there from Pretoria says 
the women are weeping and wailing 
on the market place. Three trains 
have been dispatched from Klerksdorp 
to fetch the wounded from Mafeking. 
It is estimated there are 700 killed and 
wounded, and it is stated at Pretoria 
that the British casualties are only 
eighteen.

EUROPE IS SUSPICIOUS. 


Magnitude of British Armaments is 
No Grand Parade. 
[A. P EARLY MORNING REPORT.}] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from London says every- 
body is asking why an immense body 
of reinforcements is going out when 
every bulletin of victory from Natal 
proves that a more moderate force 
would suffice. That is a mystery as 
dense as London’s black fog. There 
is a glimmer of light from Paris, where 
it is rumored that the Russian troops 
will not occupy Herat prematurely 
with the Ameer’s consent. 

Well-informed men were asserting 
last night that these vast preparations 
were not meant as a grand parade, but 
were a wise precaution rendered nec- 
essary by the possibility that Russia 
would take advantage of the occasion 
and make another advance on Western 
Afghanistan, where full control could 
be secured over Persia. With a Brit- 
ish army corps on the ground of South 
Africa and in readiness for service in 
India or Afghanistan, these witnesses 
were ready to testify that Russia 
would not advance on Herat. The mag- 
nitude of the British armament for a 
campaign against the burghers of the 
two petty republics is evidently creat-

Those who are behind the scenes in 
Euro}*un diplomacy at the present 
moment and well aware of the in- 
triguing now taking place between 
France, and the intention, if possible, 
to take advantage of England's diffi- 
culties, very much -doubt if the in- 
trigues are checked by British suc- 
cesses in Natal and on the western 
border of the Transvaal and the Free 
State. The British government is per- 
fectly informed of what is passing, 
and has not hesitated to make very 
swift preparations, naval and other- 
wise. The French Mediterranean .fleet 
of six battleships and several cruisers 
left for the Levant, where it has not 
shown itself for two years. 

This may or may not be connected 
with the schemes above noticed. Noth- 
ing would be easier than for the Rus- 
sian Black Sea fleet to join it passing 
through the Derdanelies. The British 
Channel squadron is moving to Gibral- 
tar and an ample convoy is being sent 
with the British transporés. The au- 
thorities at the various English naval 
ports have been warned to be in read- 
iness to send a strong squadron to 
sea, and several cruisers are now only 
waiting an order to mobilize. With 
the iniiitia reserve called out and the 
milita embodied, never was the Brit- 
ish nation more ready. 


PIET JOUBERT’S MISTAKE. 
{[ASSOCTARPED 
PRETORIA, Oct. 21.—[{Delayed in 

Transmission.] The Transvaal govern- 

ment received this morning the follow- 

ing dispatch from Commander-General 

Piet Joubert: 

“Commander Lucas Meier has had an 
engagement at Dundee. He made a 
plan of campaign with Commandant 
Erasmus by messenger. Erasmus, how- 
ever, failed to appear. It is estimated 
that the British lost heavily. Our forces 
suffered, but owing to the mist it has 
been impossible to get all the details. 
It is reported that ten of our forces 
were killed and twenty-five wounded.” 


“OOM PAUL'S” DELEGATE. 
{[ASSOCIATE! NIGHT RT) 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 23.—Edward 

Van Dusen Paaul, who is delegated to 
represent President Kruger at the In- 
ternational Commercial Congress, will 
not take further part in the proceed- 
ings. He left today for Chicago, where 
he goes to contract other business for 
the Transvaal government. Paaul in- 
tended to have read a paper before the 
congress, but the state of affairs in 
South Africa called him to other duties. 
Before leaving for the West he said, 
speaking of the war: 

“The news thus far received from 
South Africa would rather favor the 
British side of the conflict, but it would 
be well for Americans to remember that 
nine out of ten dispatches received from 
the seat of war come from British 
sources. The Boers are determined to 
maintain their independence; they are 
willing to sacrifice all, and the fight 
will be a bloody one from the very 
start. England has a much more diffi- 
cult task than her war party is aware 
of, and the truthfulness of this state- 
ment will be borne out by early events. 

“I expect to see most of the fighting 
done in British territory, and I ex- 
pect, further, that the independence, 
complete and everlasting, of the’ South 
African Republic, will be acknowledged 
by all the nations of the earth.” 


NOT BAD FOR BOERS. 


Reports from British Sources are 
Too Optimistic. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

BRUSSELS, Oct. 23.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Dr. Leyds, the diplomatic agent 
of the Transvaal in Europe, is quoted 
in an interview as saying it is difficult 
to give an opinion on the battles fought 
at Glencoe and Elands Laagte, as the 
dispatches all emanate from British 
sources. 

He is said to have added: “My own 
dispatches have not arrived, probably 
owing to the censorship. In the mean 
while I do not consider the situation as 
bad for the Boers as made out by the 
British telegrams, which are intended 
for the English public and Market, and 
are probably too optimistic. The fact 
that the Boers retired in order to re- 
‘form later does not imply defeat. This 
is part of their tactics, and does not 
prove that they have suffered seri- 
ously.” 


CAPE TOWN NOTES. 


Feeling Among the Dutch Allayed 
by British Magnanimity. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CAPE TOWN, Oct. 23.—{[By South 
African Cable.] The capture of Gen. 
Viljoen is cause for great satisfaction 
to the Outlanders. He is the author 
of a blasphemous and violent pamph- 
let, virtually intended to incite the 
Dutch of the colony to rebellion, and it 
is sincerely hoped that he will be 
brought to trial and punished as he 

deserves. 

It is difficult to gauge exactly the 
amount of feeling excited among the 
Dutch by the recent British victories. 
Their behavior, on the whole, is ex- 
cellent, considering the great amount 
of sympathy they feel for their kins- 
men in the Transvaal and Orange Free 
State. The Britishers receive the news 
of each success in Natal and of the 
grand stand at Mafeking with the wild- 
est enthusiasm, but the Dutch are 
silent. Now and then a few who are 
more violent than the rest express their 
sorrow openly, but the general feel- 
ing is one of relief, although the Brit- 
ish success will not compel them to 
face the pissibility of giving active 
support to the enemy. 


The reports of the _ kind treat- 
ment accorded to the Boers’ wounded 
meet with unstinted admiration, 


bringing into marked relief the mag- 
nanimity of Great Britain and the 
magnanimity which the Dutch admit 
they had not expected to be displayed 
toward the Boers. 

A difficult problem is looming up, 
owing to the increased race feeling 
aroused by the war, but indications 
are frequent and substantia! that the 
mist of acrimonious discussion is b>2- 
ing dispersed by Great Britain's mag- 
nanimity and splendid tolerance, tend- 
ing to make the Dutch in Cape Colony 
proud of their British citizenship. 


WAR EXPENDITURES, 


Additional Revenue Voted by the 
House of Commons. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
LONDON, vwct. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At the session of the House of 
Commons, today, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, made a statement on the ques-' 
tion of the expenditures made by the 
Transvaal war. He said the expendi- 
tures for the year had beeh increased 
by the supplementary vote to a total 
of £121,205,000, but, he added, the rey- 
enue had increased and he expected 
there would be an increase of £3.009.,- 
000 over his estimated revenue. This 
would be a considerable contribution 
towards the unforeseen expenditures 
and would leave about £7,000,000 to 

be provided for. 

He thought there should be no addi- 
tion to the fixed debt wut the former 
should be raised by a temporary addi- 
tion to the floating debt. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer therefore 
asked for power to raise £8,000,000 by 
treasury bills, the whole question of 
repayment and the question of fresh 
taxation to be left over to the next 
financial year. 

Sir Michael also pointed ou: that the 
present war differed from previous 
ones and that the estimates had been 
more carefully drawn up. No one 
could foresee what the total would be, 
hut the British troops had met with 


brilliant success and the colonies were 
loyal. Although there might be some- 
thing in today’s news giving cause fo: 
anxiety, yet he saw no reason to antici- 
pate that the campaign would not be 
brought to a close within the period 
for which the estimates were framed 
As British colonies had been invaded 
he considered it to be consistent wit) 
all the laws of war if. when it was 
brought to a successful termination 
the taxpayer shoulda at any rate have 
to bear part of the cos. 

The Transvaal, he continued, was 
Wealthy in its gold fields. There hac 
been complaints from those intereste: 
in the gold fields that there had been 
excessive taxation, but he believed 
from the best information that unde: 
a pure, honest government, it would 
be perfectly possible ior the Transvaal! 
to bear not only the ordinary expenses 
of government and of the maintenance 
of law and order, but aijso to provide » 
reasonable sum towards the expenses 
of the war, with a reduction of taxa 
tion at the same time, on the gold 
fields. 

Continuing, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
said: “If these anticipations are not 
fulfilled and the sum borrowed proves 
to be but part of the total cost of th. 
war, we shall appeal to your patriot- 
ism next April. 

“We believe that those who have 
supported us in the prosecution of this, 
work will not fail us when it comes 
to paying for it. If fresh taxation 
were introduced tomorrow it might 
prolong the debate and produce a di- 
vision which might be entirely misun- 
derstood abroad. I shall not take any 
course which will promote a “division 
or prevent us from presenting a united 
front in this crisis.” 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 

leader of the opposition, agreed that 
this was not the proper time to discus: 
the financial question, and it was not 
desirable to show a sign of disunion 
The proposals of Sir Michael Hicks- 
~ were agreed to by a vote of 336 
to 2. 
The reference of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to the anxiety as to 
the latest news apparently referred to 
Lord Wolsley’s announcement that 
the British were drawing back from 
Dundee before superior forces. 

The departure of the various con- 
tingents of the army corps was con- 
tinued today, an was effected 
smoothly. There was striking scenes 
of enthusiasm wherever the troops 
were embarking, and the Second Roya! 
Irish Fusileers had an especially note- 
worthy send-off at Colchester, where 
they had almost to fight their way to 
the railroad station. 

JOEY CALLED A MURDERER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Oct. 23.—During the 

course of the day’s proceedings, while 
the House was discussing the report 
on the supplementary estimates, Pat- 
rick O’Brien,’ Parnelite member for 
Kilkenny City, declared that the 
hands of the British Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, 
were as much stained with blood as 
those of any murderer who ever 
mounted the scaffold. 

The Speaker, Willlam Court Culley, 
called on Mr. O’Brien to withdraw his 
remarks, but he refused to do so. 
whereupon the House, by a vote of 516 
to 26, resolved to suspend him, and 
he left the House remarking: ““You had 
better bring up another army corps 
unless you want it somewhere else.”

ARMED MOVEMENT FOR A BETTER 
FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 


Martial Law Declared and News 
Censorship Katablished—Insuar- 
gents Burn Railroad Bridges. 
Government Forwards Troops. 
Warship to Be Sent. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,) Oct. 23.—[By 
West Indian Cable.] Advices from 
Colombia, just received, announce the 
commencement of a revolution there 
with the object of restoring the finan- 
cial equilibrium. The revolt was pre- 
maturely started in the department of 
Santander last week, but is reported 
to be gaining headway.

On the contrary, he an- 
nounced that he would fight the seat- 
ing of Quay, tooth and nail. He gave 
these reasons, which apply equally as 
well to California, should Gov. Gage 
appoint a Senator: 

The seating of Senators appointed by 
Governors, except to fill an unexpected 
term, is in violation of the Constitu- 
tion. Should the Senate break the 
rule which is always followed in such 
cases the result would be that Sena- 
torial aspirants would not strive to se- 
cure election by State Legislatures, but 
would strive to elect Governors with 
strength tO cause deadlocks in Legis- 
latures, so that they could secure ap- 
pointments. Senator Burrows believes 
that if the Senate once breaks its rule, 
deadlocks in Legislatures would be- 
come even more frequent, and State 
Governors will have their own way 
about nominating United States Sena- 
tors. 

Senator Burrows believes that this 
would be an infraction of the Consti- 
tution, which would take away from 
the people what little they now have to 
say about electing their representatives 
in the highest legislative body in the 
world. 


BRYAN’S NEBRASKA TOUR. 


It Begins Today and the End There.

SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER, 
Supreme Court Decision Makes the 
Important Enactment Valid. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 23.—In the 
apeal of Martin J. Pragley vs. James 
D. Phelan et al., the Supreme Court to- 
day decided in favor of the respond- 
ents. This means that the new city 
charter is valid, and that the county 
and municipal election called for No- 
vember 7 next, will be in accordance 

with law. 

In the case of Henry Martin, Sheriff, 
et al., vs. the Board of Election Com- 
missioners, the Supreme Court today 
decided in favor of the defendants. This 
means that there will be an election 
of county officers November 7, as or- 
dered by the defendants, acting in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
new charter. 

In the case of Henry P. Martin, the 
decision was unanimous. It was writ- 
ten by Justice Van Dyke and _ con- 
cured in by Justices McFarlane, Ga- 
routte, Beatty, Harrison and Temple. 
Judge McFarlane said: “I concur in 
the judgment solely on the ground that 
the constitutional amendment, section 
S's, definitely settles the question in- 
volved in favor of the contention of 
respondents.,”’ 

In the case of ‘Fragley, apellant, 
Phelan et al., respondents, which was 
to test the legality of the charter, the 
decision was rendered by Justice Har- 
rison and concurred in by Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty and Justice Henshaw.

Had the 
nomination of Capt. Sigsbee been con- 
firmed, he would have been placed next 
after Capt. Ludlow, Should the Presi- 
dent renominate him for advancement 
by three numbers, and the nomination 
be confirmed, he will be placed next 
after Capt. Chester. 

Capt. Chadwick, commanding the 
New York, will lose three numbers, and

The annual report of 
Secretary of War Root will throw 
down the gauntlet to those Senators 
and Representatives who profess to be- 
lieve a standing army of about 35,000 
men is sufficient for this country. Sec- 
retary Root’s report is already written, 
and he boldly recommends that the 
standing army be increased at the com- 
ing session of Congress to 100,000 men. 

Secretary Root does not propose to 
detail the organization of this larger 
army, leaving these fine points to be 
settled between Congress and the War 
Department by conferences later; but 
he does urgently recommend an imme- 
diate increase to the figure named, and 
it is supposed his recommendation will 
be backed up by a similar one in Pres- 
ident McKinley’s message.

Well-known Australian Singer is 
Now Mrs. Cohen.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—[LExclusive 
Dispatch.] Ada Colley, the Australian 
soprano with’ the marvellously high 
voice, whose appearance here created 
something of a sensation, was quietly 
married today to Sidney Cohen, the 
theatrical manager. The ceremony was 
performed at Bensonhurst by Magis- 
trate J. L. Nostradt. There were no 
friends present and it was originally 
intended to keep the affair quiet. The 
marriage of the singer will not inter- 
fere with a number of engagements 
she has made to sing during the next 
year. Ada Colley has a voice closely 
approaching that of Ellen Beach Yaw 
in range. She sings two notes higher 
than Patti.

YELLOW FEVER CASES. 


Disease Appears in the Penitentiary 
for the First Time.

JACKSON (Miss.,) Oct. 23.—Eight 
mew cases of yellow fever are reported 
in Jackson tonight. This makes a to- 
tal of eighteen cases now under treat- 
ment.

This is 
the first time in its history that yellow 
fever has appeared in the penitentiary.

OCEAN’S DEPTHS. 


UNCANNY THINGS THAT SWIM ON 
THE BOTTOM, 


How Measurement of Depths is 
Made—What is Necessary Before 
a Cable Can Be Laid—Tempera- 
ture at the Bottom of the Sea. 


{Sir John Murray, before the British 
Association:} The difficulties connected 
with the exploration of the greater 
depths of the sea arise principally from 
the fact that, in the majority of cases, 
the observations are necessarily indi- 
rect. At the surface of the ocean di- 
rect observation is possible, but our 
knowledge of the conditions prevailing 
in deep water, and ‘of all that is there 
taking place, is almost wholly depend- 
ent upon the correct working of instru- 
ments, the action of which at the crit- 
ical moment is hidden from sight. It 
was the desire to establish telegraphic 
communication between Europe and 
America that gave the first direct im- 
pulse to the scientific exploration of 
the great ocean basins, and at the 
present day the survey of new cable 
routes still yields each year a large 
amount of accurate knowledge regard- 
ing the floor of the’ ocean. 

The recognition of oceanography as a 
distinct branch of science may be said 
to date from the commencement of the 
Challenger investigations. The fuller 
knowledge we now possess about all 
oceanic phenomena has had a great 
modifying influence on many general 
conceptions as to the nature and extent 
of those changes which the crust of 
the earth is now undergoing and has 
undergone in past geological times. 
Our knowledge of the ocean is still very 
incomplete. So much has, however, 
already been acquired that the histo- 
rian will in all probability point to 
the oceanographical discoveries during 
the past forty years as the most im- 
portant addition to the natural knowl- 
edge of our plant since the great geo- 
graphical voyages associated with the 
names of Columbus, Da Gama, and 
Magellan at the end of the fifteenth 
and the beginning of the sixteenth cen- 


turies. 
WATER , SOUNDINGS. 
All measurements of depth, by which 
we ascertain the relief of that part ofthe 
earth’s crust covered by water, are re- 
ferred to the sea surface; the measure- 
ments of height on the land are like- 
wise referred to sea level. The sound- 
ings over the water surface of the 
globe have accumulated at a rapid 
rate during the past fifty years. In the 
shallow water, where it is necessary to 
know the depth for purposes of navi- 
gation, the soundings may now be 
spoken of as innumerable; the 100- 
fathom line surrounding the land can 
therefore often be drawn in with much 
exactness. Compared with this shal- 
low-water region, the soundings in deep 
water beyond the 160-fathom line are 
much less numerous. Each year, how- 
ever, there are large additions to our 
knowledge. Within the last decade 
over ten thousand deep soundings have 
been taken by British ships alone. 


different ocean basins in varying pro- 
portions, being now must numerous in 
the North Atlantic and Southwest Pa- 
cific, and in these two regions the con- 
tour lines of depth may be drawn in 
with greater confidence than in the 
other divisions of the great ocean 
basins. On the whole it may be said 
that the general tendency of recent 
soundings is to extend the area with 
depths greater than 10600 fathoms, and 
to show that numerous volcanic cones 
rise from the general level of the floor 
of the ocean basins up to various levels 
beneath the sea surface. 

It appears that considerably more 
than half of the sea-floor lies at a 
depth exceeding 2000 fathoms, or over 
to geographical miles. On the Challen- 
ger charts all areas where the depth 
exceeds 3000 fathoms have been called 
“deeps,”” and distinctive names have 
been conferred upon them. Forty-three 
such depressions are now known. 
Twenty-four are situated in the Pacific 
Ocean, three in the Indian Ocean, fif-

within eight of the deeps, viz.: In the 
North Atlantic within the Nares deep, 
in the Antarctic within the Ross deep, 
in the Banda Sea within the Weber 
deep, in the North Pacific within the 
Challenger, Tuscarora, and Supau 
deeps, and in the South Pacific within 
the Aldrich and Richards deeps. Depths 
exceeding 5000 fathoms have been 
hitherto recorded only within the Ald- 
rich deep of the South Pacific, to the 
east of the Kermadecs and Friendly 
islands, where the greatest depth is 
5155 fathoms, or 530 feet more than five 
geographical miles, being about two 
thousand feet more below the level of 
the sea than the summit of Mount Ev- 
erest, in the Himalgyas, is above it. 

TEMPERATURE N THE OCEAN 

FLOOR. 

Our knowledge of the temperature on 
the floor of the ocean is derived from 
observations in the layers of water im- 
mediately above the bottom by means 
of deep-sea thermometers, from the 
electric resistance of telegraph cables 
resting on the bed of the great ocean 
basins, and from the temperature of 
large masses of mud and ooze brought 
up by the dredge from great depthe. 
These observations are now sufficiently 
numerous to permit of some general 
Statements as to the distribution of 
temperature over the bottom of - the 
great oceans. All the temperatures re- 
corded up to the present time in the 
sub-surface waters of the open oceans 
irndwite that at a depth of about une 
hundred fathoms seasonal variation of 
temperature disappears. Beyond that 
depth there is a constant, or nearly 
constant, temperature at 
place throughout the year. 
estimated that 92 per cent. of 
the entire sea floor has a tem- 
perature lower than 40 deg. Fahr. This 
is in striking contrast to the tempera- 
ture prevailing at the surface of the 
ocean, Only 16 per cent. of which has a 
mean temperature under 40 deg. Fahr. 
The temperature over nearly the whole 
of the floor of the Indian Ocean in deep 
water is under 35 deg. Fahr. A similar 
temperature occurs over a large part of 
the South Atlantic and certain parts 
of the Pacific; but at the bottom of the 
North Atlantic basin, and over a very 
large portion of the Pacific, the tem- 
perature is higher than 35 deg. Fahr. 
In depths beyond 2000 fathoms the 
average temperature over the floor of 
the North Atlantic is about 2 deg. Fahr. 
above the average temperature at the 
bottom of the Indian Ocean and South 
Atlantic, while the average temperature 
of the bed of the Pacific is intermediate 
between these. 


A REGION OF DARKNESS. 
The deep sea is a region of darkness, 
as well as of low temperature, for 
the direct rays of the sun are wholly 
absorbed in passing through the su- 
perficial layers of water. Plant life 
if in consequence quite absent over 


93 per cent. of the bottom of the 
ocean, or 66 per cent. of the whole 
surface of the lithosphere. The abun- 


dant deep-sea fauna, which covers 
the floor of the ocean, is therefore ul- 
timately dependent for food upon or- 
ganic matter assimilated by plants 
near its surface, in the shallower 
waters near the coast lines, and on 
the_ surface of the dry land itself. 
It thus happens that at the present 
time over nearly the whole floor of the 
ocean we have mingled in the deposits 
the remains of organisms which had 
lived under widely different physical 
conditions, since the remains of or- 
ganisms which lived in tropical sun- 
light and in water at a temperature 
of above 80 deg. Fahr. all their lives, 
now lie buried in the same deposit 
on the sea floor, together with the re- 
mains of other organisms which lived 
all their lives in darkness and at a 
temperature near to. the freezing 
point of fresi water. The marine de- 
posits now forming over the floor of 
the ocean present many interesting 
peculiarities according to their geo- 
graphical and bathymetrical position. 
On the continental shelf, within the 
100-fathom line, sands and gravels 
predominate, while on the continental 
slopes beyond the 100-fathom line blue 
muds, green muds and red muds, to- 
gether with volcanic muds and coral 
muds, prevail—the two latter kinds 
of deposits being, however, more char- 
acteristic of the shallow water around 
oceanic islands. The composition of 
all these terrigenous deposits depends 
on the structure of the adjoining 
land. In them the evidences of the 
mechanical actions of tidés, of cur- 
rents, and of a great variety of physi- 
cal conditions, may almost everywhere 
be detected, and it is possible to rec- 
ognize an accumulation of materials 
analogous to many of the marine 
stratified rocks of the continents, 
such as sandstones, quartzites, shales, 


marls, green sands, chalks, lime- 
stones, conglomerates and volcanic 
grits. 


MARINE DEPOSITS. 


With increasing depth and distance 
from the continents the deposits 
gradually lose their terrigenous char- 
acter, the particles derived directly 
from the emérged land decrease in 
size and in number the evidences of 
mechanical action disappear, and the 
deposits pass slowly into what have 
been called pelagic deposits at an 
average distance of about 200 miles 
from continental coast lines. Our 
knowledge of the marine deposits is 
limited to the superficial layers; as a 
rule the sounding tube does not pene- 
trate more than six or eight inches, 
but in some  ~positions the sound- 
ing tube and dredge have been 
known to sink fully two feet into the 
deposit. Sometimes a red clay is over- 
laid by a globigerina ooze, more  fre- 
auently a red clay overlies a globi- 
gerina ooze, the transition between 
two layers being either abrupt or 
gradual. In some positions it is pos- 
sible to account for these layers by re- 
ferring them to changes in the con- 
dition of the surface waters, but in 
other situations it seems necessary 
to call in elevations and subsidences 
of the sea floor. There is a striking 
difference between the average chemi- 
cal and mineralogical composition of 
terrigenous and pelagic deposits. It 
would be extremely interestjng to have 
a detailed examination of one of those 
deep holes where a typical red clay 
is present, and even to bore some 
depth into such a deposit, if possible, 
for in these positions it is probable 
that not more than a few feet of de- 
posit has accumulated since the close 
of the tertiary period. One such area 
lies to the southwest of Australia, and 
its examination might possibly form 
part of the programme of the ap- 
proaching Antarctic explorations. 


DEEP-SEA ANIMALS. 


It has already been stated that plant 
life is limited to the shallow waters, 
but fishes and members of al! the iIn- 
vertebrate groups are distributed over 
the floor of the ocean at all depths. 
The majority of these deep-sea animals 
live by eating the mud, clay, or ooze, 
or by catching the minute particles of 
organic matter which fall from the 
surface. It is probably not far from 
the truth to say that three-fourths of 
the deposits now covering the floor of 
the ocean have passed through the 
alimentary canals of marine animals. 
These mud-eating species, many of 
which are of gigantic size, when com- 
pared with their allies living in the 
shallow coastal waters, become in turn 
the prey of numerous rapacious ani- 
mals, armed with peculiar prehensile 
and tactile organs. Many deep-sea 
animals present archaic characters: 
still the deep sea cannot be said to 
contain more remnants of fauna which 
flourished in remote geological! periods 
than the shallow and fresh waters of 
continents. Indeed, king crabs, 
lingulas, trigonias, Port Jackson 
sharks, Ceratodus, Lepidosiren, and 
protopterus probably represent older 
faunas than anything to be found in 
the deep sea.

ARIZONA. 


PEARL HART TO BE RETURNED TO 
FLORENCE FOR TRIAL. 


Swears That She Will Never Go to 
the Penitentiary—Trouble at the 
San Xavier Mining Camp—Affairs 
in Graham County. 


TUCSON (Ariz.,) Oct. 21.—[{ Regular 
Correspondence.] Pearl Hart, bandit, 
etc., is a bandit no longer. She has 
been captured at Deming, with Ho- 
gan, the hobo who assisted her to es- 
cape, and will be returned forthwith 
to quarters in the County Jail, a trifle 
stronger than dhose out of which she 
was so easily taken. When the next 
term of court at Pinal county com- 
mences, she will be returned to Flor- 
ence for trial. She swears she will 
never go to the penitentiary; that she 
will kill herself first. On this account 
her daily supply of morphine has been 
closely watched, for fear she would 
save up enough for a fatal dose. Her 
capture has spoiled a very pretty ro- 
mance. Sheriff Wakefield had given 
up her chase somewhere around Globe 
and declared that she had gone to join 
the band of outlaws known to 
camped on Black River. This is the 
band that seems to supply all the 
greater criminals of the Southwest, 
yet the haunt cannot be found by any 
peace officer. From it came the men 
who robbed the train at Cochise, and 
thither point the trails of about all 
the desperadoes for whom the sheriffs 
especially yearn. The idea that Pearl 
had joined the gang was certainly an 
attractive one, though savoring of yel- 
low-lidded literature. She would have 
made an ideal bandit queen—if she 
hadn’t been taken by an unsentimental 
New Mexican deputy sheriff. She was 
no nearer Globe or Black River than 
Bowie Station on the Southern Pacific. 

There has been more or less trouble 
lately at the San Xavier mining camp. 
In a general Mexican row, two of the 
participants were left on the ground, 
one dead, with a knife wound in the 
body, and the other mortally hurt from 
a blow with an ax. To add to the 
general interest, there was also an 
$1800 fire, that consumed the company 8 
store. In the building were 500 pounds 
of giant powder and 20,000 fulminate 
caps. The dynamite did not explode, 
but burned fiercely, according to the 
few who watched the blaze from afar, 
while the rest of the agitated colony 
kept running. Shortly thereafter, the 
caps exploded, with scenic effect. 

“Doc” Gamble, a bartender, has been 
fined $25 by Justice of the Peace Scott, 
for discharging a pistol within the city 
limits. All that Gamble had done was 
to shoot twice at Billy Fogarty, one 
bullet passing through Fogarty’s hand. 
The scene was a crowded saloon, which 
promptly was vacated by all save the 
participants in the little misunder- 
standing. The quarrel was made up 
immediately after the shooting and, 
Fogarty refused to prosecute. 

Leandro Imperial has been sentenced 
to a seven-year term in Yuma for as- 
sault with a deadly weapon. Ricardo 
Amabisco, held as an accomplice, was 
tried and discharged. The two Mexi- 
cans were horse thieves and had appro- 
priated a few head of live stock near 
Agua Caliente, Maricopa county. They 
were overtaken on the desert, not far 
from the Mexican line, in Pima county, 
by Abran Molino, 4 deputy sheriff of 
Yuma county. The two fugitives sur- 
rendered, but Imperial later opened fire 
on the deputy, shooting him through 
the foot. Wounded as he was, the dep- 
uty rode after his man and captured 
him and brought both prisoners back

lain has been convicted, and Segard 
Gedrem has been acquitted of partici- 
pation in the Scolaria burglary. 

George Morgan, an accessory to the 
murder of James Duncan, is still in jafl 
at Tombstone. His aged father pre- 
sented a $1500 bond for his son’s re- 
lease, but the bond was not approved. 
Wiley Morgan, the man who did the 
fatal shooting, is still at large, but, ac- 
cording to the father, will soon sur- 
render himself for trial. 

Near the old Picacho road in Pinal 
county, was lately found the body of 


an old Mexican, dead for several 
mofiths at least. Though a canteen 
was among the effects found, it is prob- 


able the man died from thirst last sum- 
mer. 

The El Paso team defeated Tucson in 
three straight games, none of which 
were well contested. In one game the 
score was 27 to 3. The local team ap- 
peared to have gone to pieces.

Work is well under way 
for a narrow-gauge railway from the 
mines south to the Gila River, six miles. 
At the river, about twenty miles above 
Florence, will be laid out a townsite. 
The railroad will be tax-empted. From 
its terminus the traffic to and from the 
Southern Pacific will probably be 
handled by traction engines, as the way 
is over a level plain. 

P. A. Clark, a Los Angeles mining 
man, has a bond on several promising 
claims at Pearce, in Cochise county. - 

John Parker’s stage line between 
Casa Grande and Florence has been ab- 
sorbed by the Arizona Consolidated 
Stage Company.

Chaplain Winfield Scott will 
speak Sunday evening on? “Sunday- 
school Work.”’ 

The Masonic Grand Lodges of the

The Arizona Historical Society has 
elected W. J. Osborn to be historical 
secretary, to succeed J. C. Perry, who 
has moved from the Territory. 

Through the efforts of local sports- 
men, gun clubs have been organized in 
Willeox and Safford, to compete in the 
annual gun shoot to be held in this city 
in January. 

The change in the time table on the 
Southern Pacific will, for the first 
time in years, bring trains to Tucson 
in respe¢table hours.

Murders have been frequent there of 
late. To the list of deaths by violence 
last Saturday was added the name «0! 
Dolores Preciado. But his killing was 
not a murder. It rather was toward 
the betterment of local social condi- 
tions. Preciado was drunk and quar- 
relsome, indiscreet enough to refuse 
to obey the commands of an Arizona 
peace officer. He struck at the officer, 
Deputy Sheriff Hood Porter, who re- 
taliated with a blow with the butt of 
his revolver. Preciado then engaged 
with Constable Hinton, from whom 
he succeeded in wresting a pistol. 
Then it was that Porter, by a welil- 


placed shot, decreased by one the 
criminal population of Graham 
county. A Coroner's jury exonerated 


the deputy sheriff. 

The trouble at San Carlos appears 
to have simmered down, though the 
Indians are far from good humored. 
Three of the bucks have died of the 
injuries inflicted by the drunken ne- 
gro soldiers. A troop of cavalry from 
Fort Grant has been sent to San Car- 
los to preserve order. 

A hanzing, all too infrequent a pub- 
lic function in Graham county, is to 
occur December 1, provided no legal 
Stay materializes meanwhile. The cen- 
ter of the stage is to be held by Ra- 
mon Pinero, who killed a Mexican 
compatriot, Antonio Seas, at Morenci, 
July 21. The murder was an incident 
in a drunken four-handed quarrel, 
and the instrument used was a large 
knife. Seas was stabbed in the neck 
and died soon after. There have been 
six hangings heretofore in this county, 
of three Chinamen, a negro, an Indian 
and a Mexican. 

The District Court is being pushed 
by Judge Doan vigorously and in a 
manner well approved by the tax- 
payers and bar. In the interest of econ- 
omy, several night sessions have been 
held. In addition to Pinero’s case, 
sentences have been passed as follows: 
Chas. (Gardiner, grand larceny, five 
years; Wm. Cornelius, cattle stealing, 
three years; Feliciano Hernandez, 
murder, life imprisonment; erapio 
Acosta, assault with a deadly pon, 
seven years; “Climax Jim,” indicted 
under the name of John Thomas, was 
acquitted after trial 6n two charges of 
cattle stealing. Material witnesses for 
the prosecution were absent. It is prob- 
able, however, that he will have to 
stand trial for one of the cases before 
the United States Court in Florence. 
The case was ordered dismissed in the 
District Court because of evidence that 
the 
Cattle Company’s steers stolen had 
been taken from the White Mountain 
reservation. In the mean time, how- 
ever, “Climax” will remain in jail, for 
the District Attorney will appeal from 
the ruling of the Territorial Supreme 
Court. Another appeal will be from 
the decision against the county, where- 
by the added assessment of $71,000 on 
the Detroit Copper Mining Company 
was declared void. 

Sheriff Clark has lodged in the peni- 
tentiary at Yuma‘all the prisoners sen- 
tenced, save one. Acosta slipped from 
him six miles east of Benson, crowded 
through a window and escaped in the 
darkness. The train was running 
slowly at the time. It was stopped 
and the Sheriff and several assistants 
looked in vain for their man.

NOT HER FURNITURE. 


Mre. Thempeon Fails to Establish 
Clatm to Seized Property. 

Mrs. Christine Thompson, an elderly 
woman who has property interests of 
considerable value in this city and 
Santa Monica, was veaten in an action 
in Justice Morgan's court yesterday, 
in which she endeavored to recover 
certain personal property by search 
warrant. 

Mrs. Thompson went to Alaska in 
April, 1898, to look after some mining 
interests which she had _ acquired 
there. When she returned from the 
north recently she discovered that 
vandals, during her absence, had looted 
a dozen or more seaside cottages 
which she owns at Santa Monica. The 
cottages had been cheaply furnished. 
and she had an agent to look after the 
buildings while she was away, but 
when she came home not a stick of the 
furniture was deft. No one knew what 
had become of the stuff. 

One day last week Mrs. Thompson 
saw in W. H. Woodham’s furniture 
store on South Broadway, an old rock- 
ing chair which was the exact counter- 
part of one she had left in the cot- 
tage at Santa Monica occupied by her- 
Self prior to going to Alaska. She 
immediately. got out a search warrant, 
and in addition to the rocking chair 
had the officers seize a bedstead which 
she identified as having been part of 
the furnishings of one of the looted 
cottages. 

Mrs. Thompson dii not charge that 
Woodham himself stole the articles. He 
isaman of good reputation, and Mrs. 
Thompson merely presumed that he 
had got hold of the furniture as a 
second-hand dealer. 

When the case came up for hearing 
yesterday, Woodham gave evidence to 
show that the cottages were empty 
and in a badly dilapidated condition 
when he rented them. He rehabili- 
tated them at his own expense, and at 
the expiration of his lease took away 
only such furniture as he himself had 
furnished. The bedstead he had pur- 
chased in Santa Monica last May, and 
the rocking chair he purchased of a 
man in East Los Angeéles about a year 
and a half ago. : 

Maj. Horace Bell, Woodham’'s attor- 
ney, produced a rocking chair in court 
that was almost an exact duplicate of 
the one in question, to show how easily 
one might be mistaken as to the iden- 
ron of such a common article of furni- 
ure. 

The court decided that the complain- 
ant had failed to establish proof that 
the seized property was hers, and or-

Under the rules, 
the decision should have been given to 
Mitchell, who was practically knocked 
out by the blow, but the referee con- 
sidered the youth and inexperience of 
the boxers and called it a drawn bat- 
tle. Mitchell then roared out a chal- 
lenge to Smith to fight a twenty-rounda 
combat for a knock out. 

The second preliminary was a four- 
round bout between Kid Solomon and 
Ely of San Francisco. Ely was a good 
boxer in his time, but he is out of cone 
dition. Solomon went at him furiously 
toward the end of the first round and 
fairly smothered him with blows on 
the mouth and nose. Ely went down 
through the ropes, and only the gong 
saved him. The referee called him out, 
but finding that the ten seconds had 
not been cotfinted before the gong rang, 
he allowed the men to resume opera- 
tions. Solomon again rushed Ely, and 
beat him so rapidly and severely that 
the referee stopped the fight and gave 
the decision to Solomon. Ely’s jaw was 
broken. 

The main event was to have been a 
twenty-round contest between Jim 
Ryan of Cincinnati and Jim Reay of 
San Francisco, but Reay refused to go 
on for twenty rounds, because there 
was not enough money in the house. 
He was persuaded to go on for ten 
rounds, although Ryan was willing to 
make it the full limit. 

For the first two rounds, Reay gave 
an exhibition of scientific somnambu- 
lism. He appeared to be less interested 
in the affair than anybody else in the 
house, and was slower than an ice 
wagon. In the third round, Ryan woKe 
him up a little with body blows, but 
he soon relapsed into ennui and walked 
a stately minuet to slow music by the 
singing section of the Turners in the 
next room until the ninth round, Ryan 
meanwhile doing his diligent best to 
incite a fight. 

In the ninth round Reay showed his 
science in offensive tactics, and gave 


a beautiful exhibition of clean. straight, 


hard hitting with the left. There were 
few swings or hooks. His left arm 
shot out like a driving rod straight to 
the mark, backed by all the power 
of the body. Ryan stood up gamely, 
but he received plenty of punishment 
and bled freely at the mouth. One 
eye was partly closed also. The ninth 
and tenth rounds were all in favor of 
Reay, but Ryan had done all the fight- 
ing up to the eighth, and the referee 
very properly called the contest a 
draw. 


DESPERADOES ESCAPE. 


Authors of Many Crimes Onutwit 
Their Pursuers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ATCHISON (Kan.,) Oct. 23.—Not- 
withstanding the fact that fully 500 
armed men surrounded the island be- 
tween Atchison and Doniphan all last 
night, the two bandits who Saturday 
night killed one man and wounded 
another at Doniphan and duplicated 
the crime near here yesterday, while 
being pursued by a posse, crept 
through the line of guards during the 
night and stealing a team, escaped. 

The body of Policeman Robert Dick- 
erson, who was killed near the log bar- 
ricaded by the robbers, was found at 
about 3 o’clock this morning. At the 
barricade this morning were found an 
empty cartridge box and a vest, but 
nothing to lead to the identification of 
the men. 

A pool of blood showed that one of 
the robbers had been badly wounded. 
Hundreds of men are searching for 
the bandits today. The bandits seem 
to have provided themselves -with 
plenty of ammunition, and they are 
cool and accurate in the use of their 
Winchesters. 

LEAVENWORTH WATCHING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) Oct’ 23.— 

The nolice have been on the watch for 
the Doniphan bandits since 10 o'clock 
last night. It is believed from the 
brief description that the bandits are 
Jack Holly and Louis Priest, two of 
the three convicts who escaped from 
the United States penitentiary August 
2. They were sent to the prison cem- 
etery to dig a grave, and there over- 
powered a guard and took his rifle. 


NOME’S PROSPECTS. 


Lieut. Jarvis Anticipates Ne Suffer- 
ing This Winter. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Capt. 
Shoemaker, chief of the revenue cut- 
ter service, has received from Lieut. 
Jarvis a brief report dated St. 
Michaels, Alaska, September 30, on the 
recent trip of the revenue cutter Bear 
to Point Barrow, in the course of 
which he says: 

“At Cape Nome are some 3500 peo- 
ple, with a possible addition of from 
500 to 1000 from Yukon River points. 
I think there will be ample accommo- 
dations for all desiring to go out, and 
sufficient provisions for those who re- 
main, though there may be a lack of 
fuel, but, except in case of fire de- 
stroying the buildings, I do not antici- 
pate any suffering. 

“Typhoid fever is prevalent, but the 
coming cold weather is expected to 
check it. Good order has been main- 
tained, but there is a lawless element 
that it is desired to get rid of before 
the winter closes down. I will co- 
operate with the military authorities 
and the United States Marshal to that 
end. There is also a large number of 
sick and indigent whom it would be 
necessary to take away on the Bear 
to prevent suffering. The Bear is en 
route to Sitka.” 


Arrival of Lieut Upham. 

Lieut. Frank D. Upham, U.S.N., an 
officer of the United States cruiser 
Olympia, arrived here yesterday from 
Boston, having been surmmoned on ac- 
count of the death of Maj. F. K. Up- 
ham, who accidentally shot himself at 
Soldiers’ Home, of which institution he 
was treasurer. Lieut. Lpham left Bos- 
ton as soon as he received the tele- 
gram ;announcing the death of his 
father, and the funeral arrangements 
were deferred pending his arrival. He 
was met by Dr. Burton at the train, 
and they went at once to the home. 
The time and place of the funeral will 
be announced today. It has been an- 
nounced that the body of Maj. Upham 
would probably be taken to Dixon, IIL, 
for burial, but the veterans at the 
home will ask that the body be in- 
terred there, because of the universal 
p>2pularity of the deceased among .the 
old soldiers at the home. 


Brig Westaway Lost. 

NASSAU (N. P.,) Oct. 23.—The Brit- 
ish brig Westaway, Capt. Young, 
which sailed from :Barbadoes, Septem- 
ber 22, for Rum City and New York, 
was stranded October 5 at Wattlings 
Island, one of the Bahamas, and be- 
came a total loss.

EARLY CAREER. 

Patrick Henry was born in 1736. He 
thus reached manhood at that momen- 
tous period of American history when 
events were shaping themselves for 
the great revolution, and in that stir- 
ring drama he was destined to play a 
most brilliant part. But his earlier 
years gave small promise of the dis- 
tinguished service which has made his 
name familiar to all Americans. Al- 
though ‘he was of excellent family, and 
might have enjoyed good educational 
advantages, he displayed no special 
aptitude for anything except wood- 
craft. At 16 his father established him 
in trade. This enterprise speedily 
failed. And then, as one of his biog- 
raphers puts it, “having attained the 
ripe age of 18, and being then entirely 
out of employment, and equally out of 
money, Patrick rounded out his em- 
barrassments and gave symmetry to 
them, as it were, by getting married— 
and ¢hat to a young woman quite as 
impecunious as himself.”” After his 
marriage he tried farming, and when 
that ended in failure he returned to 
shopkeeping. His second venture in 
trade soon proved as disastrous as the 
first. Thereupon this unsuccessful 
and unpromising youth decided to en- 
ter the profession of law, and with 
many misgivings on the part of the ex- 
aminers he was admitted to the Vir- 
ginia bar. Thus ingloriously began the 
remarkable career which was to be 
crowned by the highest honor attain- 
able in the legal profession—the proffer 
of the post of Chief Justice of the 
United States. 

Patrick Henry soon established the 
fact that the failure in trade and agri- 
culture were not to be repeated in his 
new venture. He soon made a credit- 
able local reputation, and in 1765 he

conscious sentiment of a nation its de- 


fication of the resolutions, but the 
sweeping condemnation of the stamp 
act embodied in the original resolutions 
had meantime gone out to the country. 
This trumpet call of Virginia to her 
sister colonies to resist unjust taxa- 
tion unquestionably exerted a pro- 
found influence. 

AN INDIVIDUAL DECLARATION 

OF WAR. 

On March 20, 1775, a convention was 
assembled in Richmond to consider 
means for putting the colony in a po- 
sition of defense. It was at this con- 
vention that Patrick Henry, speaking 
not to Virginia alone, but to the whole 
sisterhood of colonies, declared that 
the time for peaceful negotiations had 
passed and the hour had struck for 
war. As a mere bit of oratory his fa- 
mous speech of 1775 is notable, but as 
an epoch-making revelation of the un- 


livery is one of the most important 
events of the revolutionary period. 
The oft-quoted speech first reviewed 
in masterly fashion the attempt of the 
colonies to preserve by peaceful meth- 
ods the ancient rights of Englishmen. 
And then, after an inspiring presenta- 
tion Of the strength of 3,000,000 of peo- 
ple “armed in the holy cause of lib- 
erty,” the speaker, with all the dra- 
matic power of his wonderful oratory, 
closed with the majestic peroration so 
familiar to all Americans: 

“Gentlemen may cry peace, peace, 
but there is no peace. The war Is actu- 
ally begun. The next gale that sweeps 
from-the north will bring to our ears 
the clash of resounding arms. Our 
brethren are already in the field. Why 
stand we here idle? What is it that 
gentlemen wish? What would they 
have? Is life so dear, or peace so sweet, 
as to be purchased at the price of 
chains and slavery? Forbid it, Al- 
mighty God! I know not what course 
others may take, but as for me, give 
me liberty or give me death!” 

“Patrick Henry's individual declara- 
tion of war against Great Britain,” as 
Prof. Tyler terms it, made a tremen- 
dous impression upon the country. He 
had proclaimed openly what other men 
of his position and influence had whis- 
pered under their breath, and war

tune sadly impaired. Dectining 
tion to the Governorship tn 1 after 
his fifth term, he returned to his prac- 
tice and soon repaired his fortune. In 
1794 he retired from practice with @& 
competency. 

IN RETIREMENT. 

His strenuous opposition to the Cone 
stitution cost him the friendship of 
many of his former associates, and for 
a time there was a cloud between hint 
and Washington. In a letter written 
soon after his retirement he speaks 
thus-of his attitude toward the govern- 
ment he had tried to modify: 

“Since the adoption of the presen€ 
Constitution I have generally moved tn 
a narrow circle. But in that I have 
never omitted to Inculcate a strict ad- 
herence to the principles of it. And ¥ 
have the satisfaction to think that ig 
no part of the Union Rave the laws 
been more pointedly obeyed than in 
that where I have resided and spent 
my time. Projects, indeed, of a cone 
trary tendency have been hinted ta 
me; but the treatment of the projectors 
has been such as to prevent all inter< 
course with them for a long time.” 

In 1795 cordial relations with Washe- 
ington were reéstablished, and the 
President offered his old friend the 
portfolio of state. This honor he re- 
fused, and within a few months he was 
offered the highest judicial position 
within the gift of the President—that 
of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court— 
But Patrick Henry could not be wooed 
from his retreat. He courteously de- 
clined the Chief Justiceship, and withim 
e year he also declined the Governor- 
ship of Virginia. Two more appeals 
for service reached him from the oute- 
side world. President Adams ree 
quested him to act as envoy to France 
at the crisis of our relations with the 
French directory. but Patrick Henry 
was now too feeble to undertake the 
journey to Europe. The last appeal was 
from Washington, and this he honored, 
The violent attacks on the administra- 
tion of Adams, which took form in the 
Virginia resolutions of 179, 
alarmed Washington, and he asked 
Patrick Henry to stand for election ta 
the Virginia House of Representatives, 
that he might “be a bulwark against 
such dangerous sentiments as are de<- 
livered there at present.” The veteragm 
statesmanconsented, and emerged from 
his retirement in 1799 to deliver one 
more speech with much of his old-time 
fire. He was duly elected, but before 
the House convened he died. 


“A MERE ORATOR?” 


Patrick Henry ranged himself 
against the wisest statesmanship of his 
time when he opposed the adoption of 
the Federal Constitution, and history 
has proved him wrong. His fame has 
suffered severely in consequence. Many 
critics have regarded him as a mere 
orator of unusual magnetism and fire, 
and have denied him the higher quali< 
ties of statesmanship, but later re<« 
search is tending to confirm the opine 
ion of his contemporary. John Adams, 
who asserted that he was a man “e@ 
deep reflection, keen sagacity, clear 
foresight, daring enterprise, inflexible 
intrepidity and untainted integrity, 
with an ardent zeal for the liberties, 
the honor and felicity of his country, 
and his species.”

SOME ARIZONA RAILROADS.

was sent to the Virginia Legislature. 
Immediately upon his entrance to 
public life he began a career of me- 
teoric brilliancy and of large signifi- 
cance to the American colonies. 

THE STAMP ACT. 

The student of American history will 
remember that the year 1765 marks the 
beginning of the end of the colonial 
relations of America and England. 
Just before this time the British min- 
istry began to rigidly enforce certain 
navigation laws of the previous cen- 
tury, which restricted our trade for 
the benefit of English merchants. At 
the same time Parliament began the 
policy of taxing the colonies without 
their consent, for the support of a 
standing army. The first important 
measure of taxation on the new prin- 
ciple, the stamp act, was passed in 1765, 
and the colonies instantly flamed into 
indignant protest. 

On receipt of the news of the pas- 
sage of the act’the Virginia Legisia- 
ture resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole house, “immediately to con- 
sider the steps necessary to be taken 
in consequence of the resolutions of 
the House of Commons of Great Brit- 
ain relative to the charging certain 
stamp duties in the colonies and plan- 
tations in America.”” To obey the law 
was to surrender the dearly-prized 
right of self-government—to resist it 
was possibly treason. The seriousness 
of the situation was apparent to all. 
The wisest counsel of the most ex- 
perienced leaders was needed at this 
juncture. But to the surprise of the 
House the man who presumed to speak 
at this crisis was not a veteran states- 
man, but an unknown, uncouth young 
lawyer, a new member of the Legisla- 
ture. With calm audacity Patrick 
Henry proceeded to move a series of 
resolutions conceived in a spirit of 
bold resistance to the stamp act. The 
principal resolution was as follows: 
“Resolved, therefore, that the General 
Assembly of this colony have the only 
and exclusive right and power to lay 
taxes and impositions upon the inhabi- 
tants of this colony: and that every 
attempt to vest such power in any per- 
son or persons whatsoever, other than 
the General Assembly aforesaid, has a 
manifest tendency to destroy British 
as well as American freedom." 

The older leaders were startled by 
the boldness of the attack on Parlia- 
ment, and opposed the radical resolu- 
tions with all the force of their logic, 
but the young orator met the opposi- 
tion with keen argument and with a 
torrent of eloquence that swept the 
majority of the Assembly to his sup- 
port. The famous Virginia resolutions 
were adopted after a battle of two 
days. By a single speech the young 
Virginian had won a place among the 
leaders of public opinion in his colony. 
Patrick Henry left for home immedi- 
ately after his victory, and on his de- 
parture the conservatives succeeded in 


forcing a reconsideration and a modi- | 


came, as he had predicted, in less than 
a month. 
THE CRITICAL PERIOD. 

The war over, we approach what 
John Fiske calls “the critical period of 
American history.” In 1777, during the 
stress of war, our first form of Federal 
government had been devised. The 
articles of confederation provided a 
very weak national government, and 
as soon as the war was over the States, 
which had been held together by the 
force of necessity as they fronted a 
common enemy, began to drift apart. 
Exhausted by a long war, weighed 
down by heavy indebtedness, demor- 
alized by bad money and distracted by 
threatened rebellions, the nation that 
had so gloriously defended its liber- 
ties against England was in grave dan- 
ger of dissolution through civil strife. 
The statesmen began to realize the ne- 
cessity for a more perfect union, and In 
May, 1787, there assembled in Philadel- 
phia a body of fifty-five men charged 
with the momentous task of revising 
the articles of confederation. Patrick 
Henry was not a member of the Vir- 
ginia delegation. He refused the most 
urgent invitations to participate in the 
convention, for he had come to feel 
that there was danger that the pro- 
posed revision would make the Unton 
so strong as to imperil the liberty of 
the people of the States. 
OPPOSITION TO THE CONSTITU- 

TION. 

The possible opposition of the great 
Virginia leader to the ratification by 
his State of the proposed Constitution 
was a source of great anxiety to the 
advocates of the stronger Union, and 
when the Constitution was adopted by 
the convention Washington sent him a 
copy, with a strong letter urging his 
favorable consideration. Patrick Henry 
replied: I have to lament that I can- 
not bring my mind to accord with the 
proposed Constitution. The concern I 
feel on this account is really greater 
than I am able to express.”’ 

The Virginia convention to consider 
the Constitution was convened on June 
2, 1788. Madison, who is somettmes 
called the “father of the Constitution.” 
in recognition of his great services in 
the convention of 1787, led with con- 
summate ability a strong group of sup- 
porters. Patrick Henry, who had 
thrown himself in the contest with his 
usual energy, marshaled the forces of 
the opposition in a masterly attack. 
But the eloquence of the great advo- 
cate did not avail. For twenty-three 
days battle royal raged, and then the 
Constitution was ratified by a narrow 
majority. 

The struggle over the ratification of 
the Constitution was Patrick Henry's 
last great battle im the arena of poli- 
tics. During his public career his legal 
practice had necessarily been neg- 
lected, and, like many other unselfish 
public servants, he found himself ap-

NOT HER FURNITURE. 


Claim to Seized Property. 

Mrs. Christine Thompson, an elderly 
woman who has property interests of 
considerable value in this city and 
Santa Monica, was veaten-in an action 
in Justice Morgan's court yesterday, 
in which she endeavored to recover 
certain personal property by search 
warrant. . 

Mrs. Thompson went to Alaska in 
April, 1898, to look after some mining 
interests which she had acquired 
there. When she returned from the 
north recently she discovered that 
vandals, during her absence, had looted 
a dozen or more seaside cottages 
which she owns at Santa Monica. The 
cottages had been cheaply furnished. 
and she had an agent to look after the 
buildings while she was away, but 
when she came home not a stick of the 
furniture was deft. No one knew what 
had become of the stuff. 

One day last week Mrs. Thompson 
saw in W. . Woodham’'s furniture 
store on South Broadway, an old rock- 
ing chair which was the exact counter- 
part of one she had left in the cot- 
tage at Santa Monica occupied by her- 
Self prior to going to Alaska. She 
immediately got out a search warrant, 
and in addition to the rocking chair 
had the officers seize a bedstead which 
she identified as having been part of 
the furnishings of one of the looted 
cottages. 

Mrs. Thompson dii not charge that 
Woodham himself stole the articles. He 
isa man of good reputation, and Mrs. 
Thompson merely presumed that he 
had got hold of the furniture as a 
second-hand dealer. 

When the case came up for hearing 
yesterday, Woodham gave evidence to 
show that the cottages were empty 
and in a badly. dilapidated condition 
when he rented them. He _ rehabili- 
tated them at his own expense, and at 
the expiration of his lease took away 
only such furniture as he himself had 
furnished. The bedstead he had pur- 
chased in Santa Monica last May, and 
the rocking chair he purchased of a 
man in East Los Angéles about a year 
and a half ago. 3 

Maj. Horace Bell, Woodham’s attor- 
ney, produced a rocking chair in court 
that was almost an exact duplicate of 
the one in question, to show how eusily 
one might be mistaken as to the iden- 
tity of such a common article of furni- 
ture. 

The court decided that the complain- 
ant had failed to establish proof that 
the seized property was hers, and or- 
dered restitution to Woodham.

THREE FIGHTS. 


IAvely Boxing Exhibition at Tarn 
Verein Hall. 

‘The Southern California Athletic Club 
gave an exhibition of boxing in Turner 
Hall last night. W. Smith,:brother of 
Solly, went on with a young man called 
Mitchell, supposed to be from Wiscon- 
sin. They fought fast and furiously 
from the start, both being willing to 
take punishment. In the third round 
they got mixed up on the ropes, and 
Mitchell went down to a sitting pos- 
ture with his arms over the lower rope. 
Smith was too excited to restrain him- 
self, and he struck Mitchell an ugly 
foul blow on the eye. Under the rules, 
the decision should have been given to 
Mitchell, who was practically knocked 
out by the blow, but the referee con- 
sidered the youth and inexperience of 
the boxers and called it a drawn bat- 
tle. Mitchell then roared out a chal- 
lenge to Smith to fight a twenty-roundé 
combat for a knock out. 

The second preliminary was a four- 
round bout between Kid Solomon and 
Ely of San Francisco. Ely was a good 
boxer in his time, but he is out of cone 
dition. Solomon went at him furiously 
toward the end of the first round and 
fairly smothered him with blows on 
the mouth and nose. Ely went down 
through the ropes, and only the gong 
saved him. The referee called him out, 
but finding that the ten seconds had 
not been cotfnted before the gong rang, 
he allowed the men to resume opera- 
tions. Solomon again rushed Ely, and 
beat him so rapidly and severely that 
the referee stopped the fight and gave 
the decision to Solomon. Ely’s jaw was 
broken. 

The main event was to have been a 
twenty-round contest between Jim 
Ryan of Cincinnati and Jim Reay of 
San Francisco, but Reay refused to go 
on for twenty rounds, because there 
was not enough money in the house. 
He was persuaded to go on for ten 
rounds, although Ryan was willing to 
make it the full limit. 

For the first two rounds, Reay gave 
an exhibition of scientific somnambu- 
lism. He appeared to be less interested 
in the affair than anybody else in the 
house, and was slower than an ice 
wagon. In the third round, Ryan woke 
him up a little with body blows, but 
he soon relapsed into ennui and walked 
a stately minuet to slow music by the 
singing section of the Turners in the 
next room until the ninth round, Ryan 
meanwhile doing his diligent best to 
incite a fight. 

In the ninth round Reay showed his 
science in offensive tactics, and gave 
a beautiful exhibition of clean. straight, 
hard hitting with the left. There were 
few swings or hooks. His left arm 
shot out like a driving rod straight to 
the mark, backed by all the power 
of the body. Ryan stood up gamely, 
but he received plenty of punishment 
and bled freely at the mouth. One 
eye was partly closed also. The ninth 
and tenth rounds were all in favor of 
Reay, but Ryan had done all the fight: 
ing up to the eighth, and the referee 
very properly called the contest a 
draw. 


DESPERADOES ESCAPE. 
Outwit 


of Many Crimes 
Their Pursuers. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

ATCHISON (Kan.,) Oct. 23.—Not- 
withstanding the fact that fully 500 
armed men surrounded the island be- 
tween Atchison and Doniphan all last 
night, the two bandits who Saturday 
night killed one man and wounded 
another at Doniphan and duplicated 
the crime near here yesterday, while 
being pursued by a posse, crept 
threugh the line of guards during the 
night and stealing a team, escaped. 

The body of Policeman Robert Dick- 
erson, who was killed near the log bar- 
ricaded by the robbers, was found at 
about 3 o'clock this morning. At the 
barricade this morning were found an 
empty cartridge box and a vest, but 
nothing to lead to the identification of 
the men. 

A pool of blood showed that one of 
the robbers had been badly wounded. 
Hundreds of men are searching for 
the bandits today. The bandits seem 
to have provided themselves -with 
plenty of ammunition, and they are 
cool and accurate in the use of their 
Winchesters. 

LEAVENWORTH WATCHING.

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.,) Oct, 23.— 

The nolice have been on the watch for 
the Doniphan bandits since 10 o'clock 
last night. It is believed from the 
brief description that the bandits are 
Jack Holly and Louis Priest, two of 
the three convicts who escaped from 
the United States penitentiary August 
2. They were sent to the prison cem- 
etery to dig a grave, and there over- 
powered a guard and took his rifle. 


NOME’S PROSPECTS. 


Lieut. Jarvis Anticipates Ne Suffer- 
ing This Winter. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Capt. 
Shoemaker, chief of the revenue cut- 
ter service, has received from Lieut. 
Jarvis a brief report dated St. 
Michaels, Alaska, September 30, on the 
recent trip of the revenue cutter Bear 
to Point Barrow, in the course of 
which he says: 

“At Cape Nome are some 3500 peo- 
ple, with a possible addition of from 
500 to 1000 from Yukon River points. 
I think there will be ample accommo- 
dations for all desiring to go out, and 
sufficient provisions for those who re- 
main, though there may be a lack of 
fuel, but, except in case of fire de- 
stroying the buildings, I do not antici- 
pate any suffering. 

“Typhoid fever is prevalent, but the 
coming cold weather is expected to 
check it. Good order has been main- 
tained, but there is a lawless element 
that it is desired to get rid of before 
the winter closes down. I will co- 
operate with the military authorities 
and the United States Marshal to that 
end. There is also a large number of 
sick and indigent whom it would be 
necessary to take away on the Bear 
to prevent suffering. The Bear is en 
route to Sitka.”

RY FREDERIC W. SPEIRS PH D. 
EARLY CAREER. 

Patrick Henry was born in 1736. He 
thus reached manhood at that momen- 
tous period of American history when 
events were shaping themselves for 
the great revolution, and in that stir- 
ring drama he was destined to play 4 
most brilliant part. But his eariler 
years gave small promise of the dis- 
tinguished service which has made his 
name familiar to all Americans. Al- 
though ‘he was of excellent family, and 
might have enjoyed good educational 
advantages, he displayed no special 
aptitude for anything except wood- 
craft. At 16 his father established him 
in trade. This enterprise speedily 
failed. And then, as one of his biog- 
raphers puts it, “having attained the 
ripe age of 18, and being then entirely 
out of employment, and equally out of 
money, Patrick rounded out his em- 
barrassments and gave symmetry to 
them, as it were, by getting married— 
and that to a young woman quite as 
impecunious as himself.” After his 
marriage he tried farming, and when 
that ended in failure he returned to 
shopkeeping. His second venture in 
trade soon proved as disastrous as the 
first. Thereupon this unsuccessful 
and unpromising youth decided to en- 
ter the profession of law, and with 
many misgivings on the part of the ex- 
aminers he was admitted to the Vir- 
ginia bar. Thus ingloriously began the 
remarkable career which was to be 
crowned by the highest honor attain- 
able in the legal profession—the proffer 
of the post of Chief Justice of the 
United States. 

Patrick Henry soon established the 
fact that the failure in trade and agri- 
culture were not to be repeated in his 
new venture. He soon made a credit- 
able local reputation, and in 1765 he 
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fication of the resolutions, but the 
sweeping condemnation of the stamp 
act embodied in the original resolutions 
had meantime gone out to the country. 
This trumpet call of Virginia to her 
sister colonies to resist unjust taxa- 
tion unquestionably exerted 4 pro- 
found influence. 

AN INDIVIDUAL DECLARATION 

OF WAR. 

On March 20, 1775, a convention was 
assembled in Richmond to consider 
means for putting the colony in a po- 
sition of defense. It was at this con- 
vention that Patrick Henry, speaking 
not to Virginia alone, but f6 the whole 
sisterhood of colonies, declared that 
the time for peaceful negotiations had 
passed and the hour had struck for 
war. As @ mere bit of oratory his fa- 
mous speech of 1775 is notable, but as 
an epoch-making revelation of the un- 


lyconscious sentiment of a nation its de- 


livery is one of the most important 
events of the revolutionary period. 
The oft-quoted speech first reviewed 
in masterly fashion the attempt of the 
colonies to preserve by peaceful meth- 
ods the ancient rights of Englishmen. 
And then, after an inspiring presenta- 
tion Of the strength of 3,000,000 of peo- 
ple “armed in the holy cause of lib- 
erty,” the speaker, with all the dra- 
matic power of his wonderful oratory, 
closed with the majestic peroration so 
familiar to all Americans: 

“Gentlemen may cry peace, peace, 
but there is no peace. The war is actu- 
ally begun. The next gale that sweeps 
from the north will bring to our ears 
the clash of resounding arms. Our 
brethren are already in the field. Why 
stand we here idle? What is it that 
gentlemen wish? What would they 
have? Is life so dear, or peace 80 sweet, 
as to be purchased at the price of 
chains and slavery? Forbid it, Al- 
mighty God! I know not what course 
others may take, but as for me, give 
me liberty or give me death!” 

“Patrick Henry's individual declara- 
tion of war against Great Britain,” as 
Prof. Tyler terms it, made a tremen- 
dous impression upon the country. He 
had proclaimed openly what other men 
of his position and influence had whis- 
pered under their breath, and war

was sent to the Virginia Legislature. 
Immediately upon his entrance to 
public life he began a career of me- 
teoric brilliancy and of large signifi- 
cance to the American colonies. 

THE STAMP ACT. 

The student of American history will 
remember that the year 1765 marks the 
beginning of the end of the colonial 
relations of America and. England. 
Just before this time the British min- 
istry began to rigidly enforce certain 
navigation laws of the previous cen- 
tury, which restricted our trade for 
the benefit of English merchants. At 
the same time Parliament began the 
policy of taxing the colonies without 
their consent, for the support of 4 
standing army. The first important 
measure of taxation on the new prin- 
ciple, the stamp act, was passed in 1765, 
and the colonies instantly flamed into 
indignant protest. 

On receipt of the news of the pas- 
sage of the act the Virginia Legisia- 
ture resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole house, “immediately to con- 
sider the steps necessary to be taken 
in consequence of the resolutions of 
the House of Commons of Great Brit- 
ain relative to the charging certain 
stamp duties in the colonies and plan- 
tations in America.”” To obey the law 
was to surrender the dearly-prized 
right of self-government—to resist it 
was possibly treason. The seriousness 
of the situation was apparent to all. 
The wisest counsel of the most ex- 
perienced leaders was needed at this 
juncture. But to the surprise of the 
House the man who presumed to speak 
at this crisis was not a veteran states- 
man, but an unknown, uncouth young 
lawyer, a new member of the Legisla- 
ture. With calm audacity Patrick 
Henry proceeded to move a series of 
resolutions conceived in a spirit of 
bold resistance to the stamp act. The 
principal resolution was as follows: 
“Resolved, therefore, that the General 
Assembly of this colony have the only 
and exclusive right and power to lay 
taxes and impositions upon the inhabi- 
tants of this colony: and that every 
attempt to vest such power in any per- 
son or persons whatsoever, other than 
the General Assembly aforesaid, has a 
manifest tendency to destroy British 
as well as American freedom.” | 

The older leaders were startled by 
the boldness of the attack on Parlia- 
ment, and opposed the radical resolu- 
tions with all the force of their logic, 
but the young orator met the opposi- 
tion with keen argument and with a 
torrent of eloquence that swept the 
majority of the Assembly to his sup- 
port. The famous Virginia resolutions 
were adopted after a battle of two 
days. By a single speech the young 
Virginian had won a place among the 
leaders of public opinion in his colony. 
Patrick Henry left for home immedi- 
ately after his victory, and on his de- 


‘parture the conservatives succeeded in 
forcing a reconsideration and a modi- | 


came, as he had predicted, in less than 
a month. 
THE CRITICAL PERIOD. 

The war over, we approach what 
John Fiske calls “the critical period of 
American history.”’ In 1777, during the 
stress of war, our first form of Federal 
government had been devised. The 
articles of confederation provided a 
very weak national government, and 
as soon as the war was over the States, 
which had been held together by the 
force of necessity as they fronted a 
common enemy, began to drift apart. 
Exhausted by a long war, weighed 
down by heavy indebtedness, demor- 
alized by bad money and distracted by 
threatened rebellions, the nation that 
had so gloriously defended its liber- 
ties against England was in grave dan- 
ger of dissolution through civil strife. 
The statesmen began to realize the ne- 
cessity for a more perfect union, and In 
May, 1787, there assembled in Philadel- 
phia a body of fifty-five men charged 
with) the mémentous task of revising 
the articles of confederation. Patrick 
Henry was not a member of the Vir- 
ginia delegation. He refused the most 
urgent invitations to participate in the 
convention, for he had come to feel 
that there was danger that the pro- 
posed revision would make the Unton 
so strong as to imperil the liberty of 
the pedple of the States. 
OPPOSITION TO THE CONSTITU- 

TION. 

The possible opposition of the great 
Virginia leader to the ratification by 
his State of the proposed Constitution 
was a source of great anxiety to the 
advocates of the stronger Union, and 
when the Constitution was adopted by 
the convention Washington sent him a 
copy, with a strong letter urging his 
favorable consideration. Patrick Henry 
replied: “I have to lament that I can- 
not bring my mind to accord with the 
proposed Constitution. The concern I 
feel on this account is really greater 
than I am able to express.”’ 

The Virginia convention to consider 
the Constitution was convened on June 
2, 1788. Madison, who is sometimes 
called the “father of the Constitution.” 
in recognition of his great services in 
the. convention of 1787, led with con- 
summate ability a strong group of sup- 
porters. Patrick Henry, who had 
thrown himself in the contest with his 
usual energy, marshaled the forces of 
the opposition in a masterly attack. 
But the eloquence of the great advo- 
cate did not avail. For twenty-three 
days battle royal raged, and then the 
Constitution was ratified by a narrow 
majority. 

The struggle over the ratification of 
the Constitution was Patrick Henry's 
last great battle im the arena of poli- 
tics. During his public career his legal 
practice had necessarily been neg- 
lected, and, like many other unselfish 
public servants, he found himself ap- 


| proaching-old age with his private for- 


tune sadly impaired. Declining re@leé- 
tion to the Governorship tn 1796, agte® 
his fifth term, he returned to his prac- 
tice and soon repaired his fortune. In 
1994 he retired from practice with @ 
competency. 

IN RETIREMENT. 

His strenuous opposition to the Cone 
stitution cost him the friendship of 
many of his former associates, and for 
a time there was a cloud between Hing 
and Washington. In a letter writtem 
soon after his retirement he 
thus of his attitude toward the goverti-e 
ment he had tried to modify: 

“Since the adoption of the present 
Conatitution I have generally moved in 
a narrow circle. But In that I have 
never omitted to Inculcate a strict ad- 
herence to the principles of it. And E 
have the satisfaction to think that i 
no part of the Union Rave the laws 
been more pointedly obeyed than if 
that where I have resided and spent 
my time. Projects, indeed, of a cone- 
trary tendency have been hinted toe 
me; but the treatment of the projectors 
has been such as to prevent all intere@ 
course with them for a long time.” 

In 17% cordial relations with Washe- 
ington were reéatablished, and the 
President offered his old friend the 
portfolio of state. This honor he fee 
fused, and within a few months he was 
offered the highest Judicial position 
within the gift of the President—that 
of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
But Patrick Henry could not be wooed 
from his retreat. He courteously G@- 
clined the Chief Justiceship, and withis 
a year he also declined the Governor 
ship of Virginia. Two more appeal 
for service reached him from the oute 
side world. President Adams fee 
quested him to act as envoy to France 
at the crisis of our relations with the 
French directory, but Patrick Henry 
was now too feeble to undertake the 
journey to Europe. The last appeal was 
from Washington. and thie he honored, 
The violent attacks on the administra- 
tion of Adams, which took form in the 
Virginia resolutions of 


the Virginia House of Representatives, 
that he might “be a bulwark against 
auch dangerous sentiments as are de- 
livered there at present.” The veterag 
statesmanconsented, and emerged from 
his retirement in 1799 to deliver one 
more speech with much of his old-time 
fire. He was duly elected, but before 
the House convened he died. 
“A MERE ORATOR?” 


Patrick Henry ranged himself 
against the wisest statesmanship of his 
time when he opposed the adoption of 
the Federal Constitution, and history 
has proved him wrong. His fame has 
suffered severely in consequence. Many 
critics have regarded him as a mere 
orator of unusual magnetism and fire, 
and have denied him the higher quali< 
ties of statesmanship. but later re<- 
esearch is tending to confirm the opine 
ion of his contemporary. John Adams, 
who asserted that he was a man “6 


deep reflection, keen sagacity, clear 
foresight, daring enterprise, inflexible 
intrepidity and untainted integrity, 


with an ardent zeal for the liberties, 
the honor and felicity of his country, 
and his species.”

[RAILROAD RECORD.} 
SOME ARIZONA RAILROADS. 


Plans for Several in the Neighbor< 
ing Territory. 

Arizona is coming to the front in ralfl- 
road construction. The Santa Fé and 
Grand Cafion road running north from 
Williams is now graded more thay 
thirty miles toward the cafion, and sev« 
eral miles of rails have been laid. 

The surveys for the Gila Valley, 
Globe and Northern road are under 
way, aiming at the Black Warrior and 
Continental copper mines. The road 
will be eighteen miles 4 

Phoenix bids fair to be a railroad 
center. A line is projected to run from 
Phoenix, southwesterly via Gila Bend 
to the Higo mines. From there it will 
be extended to the border of the Ter< 
ritory. The whole distance is 130 milea. 
Another line is planned from Phoenix 
to Jerome, and thence to the Grand 
Cafion, 105 miles in all. Still a third 
new line is to run from Phoentx toe 
Globe and Morenci. 

And there are others. From Quitora 
quite a line is to be run to a harbor on 
the northern end of the Gulf of Mexico. 
It is said that this is supposed to be in 
the future connected with the Rio 
Grande Western. A line is projected 
from the Southern Pacific at Sentinel 
to Phoenix, thence to Solomonville, 
and thence back to the Southern Pag 
cific, making a bow. , 

The Southern Pacific has made a ma<« 
terial modification of the rule prohibit- 
ing people other than those taking @ - 
train to pass through the gates at the 
Arcade Depot. Hereafter friends ac- 
companyizg those about to board 
train will be allowed to pass the gates,

points for those coming to the big 
race at Agricultural Park next Satur- 
day.

THE HARBOR WORK. 

While some unavoidable delays have 
occured in prosecuting the important 
work of harbor construction at San 
Pufro, The Times is able to assert, 
upon specific knowledge and informa- 
tion, that there have been ample rea- 
sons for those delays on the part of 
the contractors. 

The preparatory work to be done, 
before the real business of getting out, 
loading and transporting rock to the 
breakwater site could be fully entered 
upon, was very great; and this pre- 
paratory work had to be accomplished 
under difficulties little appreciated by 
the general public. It involved skill, 
ingenuity, months of arduous labor, 
and expenditures aggregating possibly 
$200,000. 

Now the preliminary work is substan- 
tially completed, and the necessary 
machinery, tools, supplies, material 
and men are on the ground for con- 
ducting the large operations required— 
this great public work. Great obstacles 
have already been encountered and 
overcome by the contractors; other 
obstacles are yet to be met, but 
they, too, will be overcome, and the 
harbor will be achieved in due time. 

In the outset of the blasting opera- 
tions at the quarries on Cf§talina 
Island the chief difficulty encountered 
was the imposzibility of saving a 
large percentage of the sound rock 
thrown down from the high perpen- 
dicular bluffs that rise up from the 
shore at the point where the quarries 
are situated, where the water is very 
deep and no beach occurs to receive 
the precipitated material or facilitate 
operations. This serious difficulty is 
being gradually overcome by the steady 
creation of an artificial shelf or beach, 
made by the hundreds and thousands 
of tons of material thrown down with 


each blast. Though, as already stated, 
a large proportion of this material has 
been swallowed up in the sea at high 
tide, it has not been wholly lost, for 
a beach had to be created before opera- 
tions could be carried on successfully. 

Yesterday two additional blasts were 
set off simultaneously, thousands of 
tons of fresh material being thrown 
down from the face of the cliff. In the 
mass was a vast quantity of good, 
geound rock, sent down in great blocks 
suitable for loading upon the powerful 
barges and by them transported to the 
breakwater site. In making these 
blasts eighteen hundred 25-pound cans 
of blasting powder were used—and 
“the earth trembled.” Two tunnels, 
each one hundred feet long, had been 
driven into the side of the 500-foot-high 
cliff, the entrances being only a few 
feet above the water line. These tun- 
nels were charged with the explosives, 
and the fuses attached; then, in the 
presence of Capt. Meyler, of the 
Corps of Engineers (the government 
officer in charge of the harbor work,) 
General Manager Wykoff, acting for 
the contractors, a representative of 
The Times, and other spectators, who 
viewed the scene from the deck of a 
tug standing off shore, the mines were 
fired. A stifled roar, clouds of smoke 
and dust ascending above the summit 
of the bluff, a tremendous upheaval, 
thousands of tons of rock and earth 
rolling noisily down the cliff, a dis- 
turbance in the sea like unto a ininia- 
ture tidal wave, and the deed was done. 

The work of “cleaning up” will come 
mext, when another blast will follow, 
and so on, from time to time, until 
the requisite quantity of rock shall 
have been secured. 

The breakwater is now out about 
one thousand feet from the western sea- 
wall, and the substructure is within 
ten feet or so of the surface of the 
sea. The work of placing the super- 
structure will not be commenced be- 
fore another year, probably. 

As to the matter of securing sufficient 
sound rock on Catalina Island for the 
substructure, some question has been 
foolishly raised by certain badly-in- 
formed and reckless newspapers. On 
this point there is no more doubt in 
the minds of those whose business 
it is to know the truth than there is 
doubt about the superabundance of 
water in the Pacific Ocean. The 
Walker Board was right when it de- 
clared in effect, that there is enough 
suitable rock at this quarry on Cata- 
lina Island to build the substructures 
of half a dozen breakwaters of the 
dimensions of that at San Pedro. The 
proof of this statement is in evidence 
in the long, high cliffs to be eeen, 
where enormous, unmeasured masses 
of nearly solid, hard, gray and blue 
rock are exposed, awaiting'’the tunnel, 
the blast and the barge. 


The next Senator from Kansas 
breathes easier now that Gen. Funston 
is going back to Luzon. We do not 
know who the gentleman is, but are 
perfectiy confident that his breath is 
coming and going more flexibly and 
regularly. 


HEAVING BRICKBATS AT LIPTON. 

Some of our esteemed contempora- 
ries, particularly the San Francisco 
Chronicle, are inclined to sneer at Sir 
Thomas Lipton in his effort to lift the 
America’s cup, because the generous 
owner of the Shamrock is “in trade,” 
and therefore likely to secure, inciden4’ 
tally, some advertising for the business 
in which he is engaged. Such an atti- 
tude is ungenerous, ungallant and un- 
American. It ill becomes America to 
look down upon men of other nations 
who are guilty of no more serious of- 
fensé than earning profit in legitimate 
enterprises. It does not concern Amer- 
icans whether the challenger for the 
cup shall manufacture soap or sell tea, 
or whether he be fortunate enough to 
have been born in the purple, without 
ever having done an honest day’s work 
in his life. In this country men are 
judged by their achievements, by their 
attainments, by their characters; not 
by the fortunes or misfortunes of 
birth; and if the America’s Cup is to 
be lost we believe it to be the almost 
universal sentiment of Americans that 
it were better to lose it to a man like 
Sir Thomas Lipton, who has risen to 
great wealth wholly through his own 
efforts, rather than to a dilettante 
yachtsman like Lord Dunraven. When- 
ever the New York Yacht Club begins 
to quibble as to whether the chal- 
lenger for the cup is “good enough” to 
accept a challenge from, if the New 
York Yacht Club ever does such a 
thing, the races for the cup will lose 
all their interest to that great public 
which demands in contests of this sort 
the strictest elements of “fair play.” 
Americans will be glad to see Sir 
Thomas Lipton challenge for a go at 
the mug two years from now, but .é he 
does not do so, we hope that the next 
challenger may be as fine a gentleman, 
as gallant a sportsman and as gener- 
ous an antagonist as the owner of the 
Shamrock has proven himself to be. 


THE BAWLING PRESS. 

The newspapers that abused Gen. 
Shafter and that are heaping con- 
tumely upon Maj.-Gen. Otis would 
have assailed in the same way whoever 
had been put in command of our force 
sent to Cuba and to the Philippines. 
There is no officer in our army who 
could take command of the Eighth 
Army Corps and satisfy the miserable 
wretches who are howling through the 
yellow press; and’ likewise, there is no 
officer in the service who could have 
taken an army to Cuba, and been 
spared the sneers and abuse of those 
jackals of journalism. The pity of it 
is that there should be men so cone 
temptible as to make campaigns of de- 
traction against good men and gallant 
soldiers who are battling for their 
country in distant fields and carrying 
a weight of responsibility which would 
try the stoutest heart. But, at the 
same time, it is gratifying to know that 
these phillippics of the putrid press will 
be of no avail in destroying the reputa- 
tions of distinguished soldiers nor in 
defeating the cause for which they are 
putting forth strenuous efforts. The 
American people are not to be mis- 
guided in their opinions by blatant 
bawlers who are no more noisy than 
they are impotent, and the govern- 
ment at Washington will, we may de- 
pend upon it, sustain those who are 
doing their every duty, and, in the end, 
will reward the deserving as becomes 
men who have accomplished’ great 
things for a great and patriotic peo- 
ple. 


FATHER M’KINNON’S TESTIMONY. 

Some days ago The Times paid a bit 
of attention to one Rev. Mr. Peyton, a 
returned missionary from the Philip- 
pines, who was guilty of uttering slan- 
derous things regarding our volunteer 
soldiers in the Far East. Now comes 
Father McKinnon, late chaplain of the 
California regiment, who is quoted as 
saying: 

“T sorry, also, for the re- 
port I see in circulation by a Rev. Mr. 
Peyton, a returned missionary, who 
Says the volunteers in the Philippines 
were made up of drunkards and gam- 
blers. That is a slander-on as fine a 


body of troops as any country ever 
put in the fleld.’’ 


Father McKinnon was elbow-to-el- 
bow with the volunteers in Lu- 
zon from the day the first 


troops landed, as the California regi- 
ment was the first command to sail 
from these shores for the distant East. 
No man in the army had better op- 
portunity to see the troops at their 
best and worst than did this good man, 
who s0 endeared himself to the rank 
and file of the army, and particularly 
of the California regiment. His opinion 
is worth more to the American people 
than that of all the missionaries tha‘+ 
have been in the Philippine Islands 
since the year 1. A 


If the Shamrock had only succeeded 
im carrying away that cup, we wouldn't 
have done a t'ing to ’em next year! 


IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

As was fully expected, the war in the 
Transvaal has not lagged. Hostili- 
ties began almost immediately after 
the expiration of the time fixed in the 
Boer ultimatum, and they have con- 
tinued almost uninterruptedly since. 
The enemies of Great Britain are evi- 
dently determined to strike as effect- 
ive a blow as possible at the very be- 
ginning, befofe the great army of 
British reinforcements arrives on the 
scene of action. This is undoubtedly 
good tactics; for when the British 
forces in South Africa shall have been 
reinforced by the troops now on the 
way or soon to be dispatched, short 
work will be made of the Boers, who 
will be overmatched at every point 
and in every particular. 

The results of the initial fighting in 
South Africa have not been exactly 
what was anticipated. It was as- 
sumed, at the ottset, that victory 
would at the first perch upon the ban- 
ners of the Boers. They are fighting 
on their own ground, they outnumber 
the British troops now at the front, 
they are fighting in a cause which 
they. sincerely believe to be just, and 
they are acknowledged to be among 
the bravest of combatants. The ex- 
pectation was, even in England, that 
the Loers would inflict very serious 
losses upon the English forces, and 
that they would gain some important 
advantages at the beginning of hostili- 
ties. This expectation, so far as is in- 
dicated by dispatches from the scene 
of hostilities, has not been realized. 
On the contrary, the English troops 
have given a much better account of 
themselves than was expected; and,in- 
stead of Boer victories, there have 
been English victories. 

Majuba Hill has been* amply re- 
venged at Talana Hill. Instead of 
losing ground in South Africa, the Eng- 
lish have gained ground, and have 
proven themselves, as fighters, superior 
to the Boers, even though the latter 
are on their own ground. It would 
be absurd, of course, to suppose that 
the results of the war will be deter- 
mined by the two or three severe en- 
gagements already fought; but these 
engagements will of necessity have a 
strong moral effect upon the future 
of the war. Victory for the forces of 
Great Britain is only a question of 
time; for the army which she can and 
will concentrate in South Africa will 
be of overwhelming strength as com- 
pared to the total of the combined 
strength of her antagonists. In the 
mean time, our English brethren cer- 
tainly have cause for sincere con- 
gratulation at the auspicious opening 
of their campaign, under conditions 
which were decidedly disadvantageous 
to them, 


THE ORANGE FREE STATE. 

It has been evident from the begin- 
ning that the Orange Free State made 
a grave mistake in joining forces with 
the Transvaal in the latter’s hopeless 
warfare against Great Britain. The 
result will be, as a matter of course, 
the ultimate absorption of the Orange 
Free State by England, along with the 
Transvaal, when ‘the war ends, as it 
will surely end, with victory for the 
English arms. Had the Free State 
seen fit to remain neutral, its neutral- 
ity would have been respected by both 
combatants, and the independence of 
the little republic might have been 
preserved indefinitely. 


This independence was fully as- 
sured up to the time when the two 
Dutch republics formed a federation . 
which virtually made them allies in 
case of war. The Orange Free State 
mortgaged away its independence when 
it allied itself, for better or for worse, 
to Paul Kruger’s alleged republic. The 
present indications are that the union 
will be for worse rather than for bet- 
ter, so far, at least, as the matter of 
independence is concerned. But there 
is this saving clause in the situation, 
that after war is over, and the names 
of Orange and Transvaal have been 
blotted from the map, the people of 
both these little republics may, if they 
will, enjoy the benefits of the liberal 
and just and free government which 
other colonial dependencies of Great 
Britain enjoy; so that, after all, the 
war may not prove an unmixed evil 
for the Orange Free State. 


In his stumping tour of Nebraska, 
Mr. Bryan should have the sympathy 
of those who appreciate the difficulties 
of “going up against a hard game.” 
With prosperity elaborately decorating 
the corn cribs of Nebraska and the 
trousers’ pockets of Nebraska’s farm- 
ers, the man who talks calamity and 
free silver has an army contract on his 
hands. Mr. Bryan is undoubtedly a 
man of great magnetism, wonderful 
powers of speech and wide acquaint- 
ance in his home State, but when he 
talks against a stack of canceled mort- 
gages, droves of fat cattle bellowing 
for very joy, and flocks of chickens 
cackling in glee as they yield up the 
popular egg of commerce, he engages 
in a task that even a greater orator 
than Mr. Bryan might shrink from. 


As we suspected would happen, New 
York is beginning to suggest that ev- 
erybody should chip in and help her in 
building that Dewey arch in enduring 
marble. Speaking of the arch itself, 
Harper's Weekly says: ‘So impressive 
is it that the movement to put it into 
permanent form ought to be organ- 
ized as a national undertaking.” New 
York City is certainly immense for 
projecting great schemes and then call- 
ing on the rest of us to foot the bill. 
The quality of New York’s nerve seems 
strained. 


Hopeful Jim Jones of Arkansas, in 
face of the fact that cotton is worth 
one-half more than it was a year ago, 
is endeavoring to show the South that 
that section is not prosperous. Br’er 
Jones will find this a task second only 
to the one which Col. Bryan has on 
hand in \Nebraska, where .the corn 


comes from. 


SHAFTER AT SANTIAGO. 
Commenting upon Admiral Sampson's 
indiscreet reference to Gen. Shafter 
and the campaign at Santiago, the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 


“As for Shafter, he was an unquali- 
fled success in the field, and that In 
spite of a physical incapacity which 
fever and heat prostration complicated. 
He landed near Santiago and drove a 
stronger enemy back, over a most dif- 
ficult country to his defenses. By 
bloody assaults he took the outer Span- 
ish intrenchments and brought his guns 
within sight of Santiago. That suc- 
cess compelled the surrender of Toral 
and wrought the undoing of Cervera. 
Nothing that the calm student of history 
can find will impeach or qualify that 
record. It stands among the most suc- 
cessful achievements of recent war- 
fare. If Sampson could show a single 
act of skill and courage that is com- 
parable to it he might be in a position 
to talk critically of other commanders. 
As it is his wisest part is that of mod- 
esty and silence.” 


It is indeed unfortunate that Admiral 
Sampson, an able and distinguished 
naval officer, should permit himself 
to be drawn into a controversy which 
not only belittles him, but which causes 
chagrin to his countrymen. As the 
Chronicle points out, the history of 
the Santiago campaign Ras been set 
down, and it cannot be blotted out. 
Gen. Shafter accomplished great things 
under embarrassing conditions, and by 
no process of reasoning can he be 
shorn of the credit won in his masterly 
and effective campaign. 


Those esteemed infantrymen who are 
wont to make unpretty remarks about 
the cavalry are respectfully referred to 
the gallant work that that arm of the 
service is doing in the Transvaal. 
Those “doughboys” who have offered 
a reward for sight of a dead cavalry- 
man need go no farther than the bat- 
tlefield of Talana Hill or Elands Laagte 
to find plenty of them. For flanking 
purposes, at least, the cavalry is an all- 
around success. 


The importation of John P. Altgeld 
into Nebraska will probably result in 
making the thing nearly unanimous— 
for the other fellows. The prosperous 
West is not in condition at this time 
to sympathize with the anarchistic sen- 
timents for which Mr. Altgeld is noto- 
rious, and therefore the putting of him 
forward in the campaign is just such 
a blunder as one might expect Demo- 
crats to make. 


The fathers, mothers, wives and 
sweethearts of America. should .. be 
happy in the knowledge that it is not 
Boers our boys are fighting with in the 
Philippines. The enemy that the Brit- 
ish troops are having to combat stands 
still and shoots, and shoots to kill. 
Wherever the two forces come together 
in South Africa the members of either 
will know that they have been in a 
fight. 


Now look out for wild and woolly ru- 
mors about the possible interference of 
France, Russia and other nations in 
the British-Boer melée. The man who 
starts camp rumors is going to have 
one of the liveliest seasons he has had 
since the spring of 1865.

[San Francisco Chronicle:] Admiral 
Sampson seems to be as indiscreet in 
peace as he was discreet in war. 'f 
it were otherwise he would not criti- 
vise Gen. Shafter in public for the 
*‘nanner in which the latter captured 
Santiago and expelled Cervera’s fleet 
without the loss of a prisoner, a color 
or a gun. Such an offense invites re- 
prisals, and these may be of a kind to 
still further diminish the esteem in 
which Admiral Sampson is held by the 
American public. 

When the unimpassioned writer of 
history studies the American naval 
operations in the West Indies during 
the summer of 1898 up to the time when 
Gen. Shafter’s army drove the Spanish 
fleet to certain destruction at the hands 
of a superior force, it is not likely that 
he will find anything to admire in Ad- 
miral Sampson’s record. In the first 
place, Cervera’s vessels entered West 
Indian waters and touched at two 
places, Martinique and Curacao, be- 
fore sailing for Santiago, and at no 
point were .they seen or intercepted by 
the North Atlantic squadron. The Cas- 
tilian ‘ships were in Santiago long 
enough to recoal before Admiral 
Samps¢en arrived there, and if Cervera 
had been able to get fuel enough he 
might have gone unobserved to sea 
and made so important a diversion on 
the Gulf and on the North Atlantic 
coast, using one vessel here and an- 
other there, as to have delayed the in- 
vasion of Cuba for weeks or months. 
It was simply Cervera’s bad luck and 
not Sampson's tactical ability which 
led to the bottling up of the Spanish 
squadron. After that it was Sampson’s 
bad disposition of his ships which let 
Cervera get out of the harbor when 
his squadron might have been turned 
back or sunk at the entrance, where it 
would have been ‘captured or raised. 
When the four Castilian cruisérs ran 
out the American ships were so far 
away, as if afraid of Toral’s antiquated 
batteries, that one Spanish ship 
steamed sixty miles before it was 
caught. But for the Oregon this cruiser 
would have got off unscathed. 

Admiral Sampson complains that 
Shafter wanted him to send ships into 
Santiago Bay and destroy Cervera’s 
vessels at the anchorage. In the light 
of past events it was a not unreason- 
able request. That is the kind of thing 
Farragut did when he went up the 
Mississippi, defying forts, gunboats, 
fire rafts, torpedoes and infernal ma- 
chines with his wooden corvettes, and 
did again at Mobile, when he uttered 
the historic phrase, ‘—— the torpedoes; 
go ahead!” Such an entrance was 
forced at Manila by Dewey. The great 
admiral, then an almost unknown com- 
modore, took chances with the guns of 
Corregidor,- with the mines and tor- 
pedoes and with Montojo’s fleet and 
Augustin’s shore batteries. Why could 
not Sampson have done as well? After 
weeks of dilly-dallying he sent north 
for electrical devices to .be used in 
counter-mining the Spanish submarine 
defenses, but meanwhile the advance 
of Shafter expelled the Spaniards, 
and the need of a heroic naval 
charge had passed. Brave old Admiral 
Ito of the Japanese navy would not 
have backed and filled in that way. At 
Port Arthur he sent in his torpedo 
boats by night and demoralized the 
Chinese garrison: at Wei-hai-wei he 
broke the back of Chinese resistance 
by means of splendid torpedo-boat as- 
saults made on two succesive nights. 
Weli-hai-wei was a Gibraltar beside 
Santiago. A great island fronted the 
sea, upon which were modern forts 
and batteries controlled by English. 


German and American  artillerists. 
Two narrow channels, mined and 
boomed, led the way into the inner 


harbor, where lay Ting’s fleet of thir- 
teen modern ships and an equal num- 
ber of torpedo boats. A small island, 
mounted with Krupp guns, commanded 
one of these channels. Nothing 
daunted the Japanese torpedo boats 
went in, though assailed by a tornado 
of missiles from ships and shore, and 
grappled with Ting’s fleet, sinking four 
or five vessels, including a first-class 
battleship, and caysing the surrender 
of the rest. Sampson could have done 
the same at Santiago, but he preferred 
to expend a million dollars’ worth of 
ammunition upon the seaward slopes 
of Santiago, making a_ tremendous 
noise, withal, but hurting nothing. He 
had done the same thing at Matanzas, 
where his big guns killed a mule, and 
the same thing again at San Juan de 
Porto Rico, where his fleet made no 
impression whatever save upon the 
fears of women and the property of 
non-combatants. He had torpedo 
boats: why did he not use them? 
Where they had gone before, counter- 
mining and throwing their torpedoes at 
ships which could not maneuver in 
the narow channel, the North Atlantic 
squadron could have followed. A Far- 
ragut, a Dewey or an Ito would have 
steamed in: a Sampson was content 
with a game of long ball. That is the 
reason more than his luckless absence 
from the Santiago fight which should 
make Sampson chary of criticising a 
successful General. 

As for Shafter, he was an unquali- 
fied success in the field, and that in 
spite of a physical incapacity which 
fever and heat prostration compli- 
cated. -He landed near Santiago and 
drove a stronger enemy back, over a 
most difficult country to his defenses, 
By bloody assaults he took the outer 
Spanish intrenchments and brought his 
guns within sight of Santiago. That 
success compelled the surrender of 
Toral and wrought the undoing of 
Cervera. Nothing that the calm 
student of history can find will im- 
peach or qualify that record. It stands 
among the most successful achieve- 
ments of recent warfare. ‘** Samp- 
son could show a single act of skin and 
courage that is comparable to it’ he 
might be in a position to talk critically 
of other commanders. As it is his 


The Playhouses. 


MOROSCO’'S BURBANK THEATER. 
An auditorium packed from orchestra 
rail to the topmost tier of the celestial 
region, where dwell the deities of the 
drama, was the spectacle which greeted 
the Frawley Company when the cur- 
tain went up at the Burbank. Sunday 
evening. It was a house well cal- 
culated to cheer the heart of any man- 
ager, and the audience was most gen- 
erous, throughout the performance, in 
its bestowal of applause. 

A synopsis of the play, ‘““‘The Sporting 
Duchess,” has already appeared in 
these columns. It is a play with a tre- 
mendous amount of plot and counter- 
plot, of intricate complications, of mel- 
odramatic situations bordering closely 
upon the impossible, and of action 
which is at times intense and absorb- 
ing’ Three persons—to wit, Cecil 
Raleigh, Henry Hamilton and Sir Aug- 
ustus llarris—are the putative parents 
of the play, and this may perhaps ac- 
count, in part, for the fact that it has 
about three times as much plot as the 
average drama. This tripartite author- 
ship may also account, in some de- 
gree, for the fact that the story, in its 
unfolding, scatters somewhat in the 
manner of the old-time blunderbuss. 
It has a superabundance of characters, 
and they have a great deal to do as 
the play proceeds; but there is some- 
thing lacking, and that something is 
undoubtedly a strong and paramount 
motive, around which all the action 
and the sub-motives may revolve as 
planets about a central sun. For want 
of this central motive, the action at 
times becomes involved .to a rather 
alarming extent, which forces the 
dramatists into the realm of improb- 
ability and extravagance in order to 
unravel the tangled skeins of their 
story. There is, also, a certain vein 
of prurient suggestiveness running 
through the play, which ,might have 
been avoided or toned down to the 
point of inoffensiveness. Certain social 
problems and questions are treated 
with a rawness which comes very near 
to being offensive. The play would 
have been more acceptable if a little 
more had been left to the imagination, 
and a little less of detail had been 
presented to the eye and ear. 

Nevertheless, making all due allow- 
ances and deductions, “The Sporting 
Duchess” ‘is an entertaining drama, 
abounding in scenes and incidents of 
tense interest, and possessing a vein 
of comedy, which redeems its faults, to 
a considerable extent. Its proper pres- 
entation calls for a numerous com- 
pany of competent players, and it was 
a rather ambitious undertaking on the 
part of the Frawley Company to pro- 
duce this play, in which so many and 
so varied characters are exploited. The 
result, while not in all respects entirely 
satisfactory, is on the whole very cred- 
itable to Mr. Frawley and his asso- 
ciates. Mr. Frawley himself enacts a 
minor role (that of Joe Aylmer, a.horse 
trainer,) but he imparts to the charac- 
ter a considerable amount of indi- 
viduality and native dignity. Mr. 
Frawley will have to memorize his 
lines better before he can realize the 
best that can be got out of this role. 
The same may be said of several other 
members of the company, who stum- 
bled and improvised;.on the opening 
night, in a manner quite unpardonable. 

Harrington Reynolds is distinctly in 
his element, as the heavy villain, 
Maj. Mostyn. It is no disparagement 
to Mr. Reynolds to say that he looks 
the designing villain to perfection, 
without the adventitious aid of elab- 
orate make-up. If only he would correct 
the wearisome elongation of the vowel 
sounds at the ends of certain words 
and phrases, his impersonation of this 
character, and of other characters, 
would gain immeasurably in effective- 
ness. A single offensive mannerism will 
oftentimes mar or spoil an otherwise 
excellent performance. Francis Byrne, 
as Douglas, Earl of Desborough, has 
one of the leading roles, and acquits 
himself with credit, as does Frank 
Mathieu in the role of Rupert Leigh. 
In neither of these roles is there much 
material above the commonplace. J. 
Tt. Amory Pas in the role of Surgeon- 
Captain Streatfield (retired,) a juicy 
comely charrcter, which he strives 
conscientiously to give its proper fortn 
and color in the play. His efforts are 
moderately tur-cessful. Mr. Amory finos 
it rather difficult to divest himself of 
his own iadividuality, and to get thor- 
oughly en rapport with the character 
he is endeavoring to portray. Certain 
personal mannerisms interfere with the 
completeness of his work, which is, 
however, uniformly conscientious and 
generally pleasing, notwithstanding its 
defects. 

Mary Hampton has the title role, and 
of course she sustains it with credit 
to herself and with a due regard for 
its position in the play. Mary Van 
Buren throws “her whole soul” into the 
role of Vivien d’Arville; but Mary’s 
soul is so amiable, and her face is so 
sweet and engaging, that she is un- 
able to persuade her audience that 
she is anything more than a make-be- 
lieve “bad woman” and adventuress. 
Marian Barney does conscientious and 
effective work as the Countess of Des- 
borough, and Pearl Landers is piquant 
and fetching in the role of Annette 
Donelley. Hortense Neilson deserves 
honorable mention for conscientious en- 
‘deavor in the pitiful character of Mary 
Aylmer. The remaining roles are sus- 
tained without serious fault. 


ORPHEUM. The week's programme 
at this theater is entirely new, barring 
two features, and the house last night 
was up to the standard, both as to 
numbers and as to the personnel of 
first-nighters. The most unique fea- 
ture in the bill is the Hawaiian Queens, 
a lyric and terpsichorean’ specialty 
presented by ay Misses Worden, 
Archer and Rial, éntitled “‘King Moo’s 
Wedding Day.” The young ladies are 
shapely and have good voices, but the 
chief success of the piece is in its nov- 
elty. The Le Page Sisters, lightning- 
change artists, singers and dancers, 
present a brisk turn with dash and 
spirit. Their changes of costume are 
marvelously quick’ and their work 
throughout is generally acceptable. Du 
Bell, billed as “the flying wonder,” 
earns the appellation by his daring act 
on the flying trapeze. His feats are 
accomplished with neatness and skill 
and many of them are of the sort that 
compels the looker-on, who is pos- 
sessed of nerves, to hold his breath. 
It would seem the part of wisdom to 
present acts of this character with a 
net and they should not be permit- 
ted otherwise, as a slip on the part of 
a performer might not only mean se- 
rious injury to himself, but to those in 
the audience beneath him. There are 
plenty of thrills in Du Bell’s work, and 
they would be just as thrilling if there 
were a net between the trapeze and the 
stage. Little Elsie is a juvenile artist, 
who does imitations of well-known 
stage people with mild success and re- 
markable_ self-possession. Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Budworth offer a laugh- 
able little comedy entitled “A Royal 
Visitor,” which was generously ap- 
plauded. Howard's ponies have re- 
turned to renewed success, and the 
miniature circus evidently believes in 
“expansion,” as it is now equipped 
with several trained dogs and a mon- 
key. The pony whé talks with his feet 
and his head is still the star performer 
of the troupe, and the famous wrest- 
ling pony crowds him a close second

CARTER STILL HELD. 


Counsel Will Appeal to «a 
Higher Court. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Gen. Burnett, 
United States District-Attorney, and 
Lieut.-Col. J. W. Cloud, Judge-Advo- 
cate of the Department of the East, 
appeared in the United States Court 
and handed up a formal order for the 
remanding of Capt. Carter to the mili- 
tary authorities. Abram J. Rose, 
counsel for Carter, gave notice of his 
intention to appeal the case to the 
United States circuit Court of Ap- 
peais, which will convene on October 


OA. 

He submitted two sets of papers, one 
in the nature of an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Lacombe, and the 
other a motion for a writ of error, 
stating that he had not definitely de- 
cided which form of procedure to fol- 
low. He asked that the order remand- 
ing Carter to the custody of the mili- 
tary authorities, direct that the pris- 
oner should not be removed from the 
jurisdiction of these courts, pending 
the argument of the appeal. 

Col. Cloud said he was authorized to 
say that thé military authorities did 
not contemplate any removal of the 
prisoner pending such appeal. Carter 
wiu therefore remain in custody on 
Governor's Island.

| CRAWFORD’S ALLEGED “PULL.” 


Ex-Parte Proceedings Anent Hi« 
Ability to Square a Case. 
Charles Wilson was fined $5 for 


drunkenness in Justice Morgan's court 
yesterday morning. Immediately after 
this action ex-parte proceedings were 
had in regard to the allegation that 
Hugh J. Crawford had offered to square 
Wilson's case with the court and Dep- 
uty District Attorney Chambers for $8. 

Crawford made a sworn statement in 
his own behalf in which he denied ab- 
solutely that he had made any such of- 
fer. He said that Wilson and his friend, 
E. W. Dugan, had approached him and 
asked if he were a lawyer. He handed 
them his card, and placed himself at 
their service, provided they could agree 
on compensation. He told them that he 
would defend Wilson for a fee of $5, 
and that he did not think the court 
would inflict a penalty exceeding $3, so 
that about $8 would cover the entire 
expense if Wilson would listen to his 
advice: He emphatically denied hav- 
ing made any offer to square the case 
with the District Attorney.

He usually 
passed such remarks over as too con- 
temptible fof serious consideration, but 
when the statement was made in open 
court that any one had engaged to 
sSquare”’ a case with him without hav- 
ing it tried on its merits, he felt obliged 
in justice to himself to take cognizance 
of the matter, and insist upon an 
investigation. He wished to have 
it understood that neither Mr. 
Crawford, nor any one. else, had 
a right to presume to be able 
to unduly influence him in the dis- 
charge of his official duties, and any 
one who assumed to do so did it unwar- 
rantedly. In this case the evidence did 
not seem to bear out the assertion that 
Mr. Crawford had taken undue liberties 
with his name. He would leave it to 
the court to decide upon that point, 
however. 

Crawford started to address the court 
in his own behalf, but Justice Morgan, 
who has been suffering with bleeding 
of the nose for several days, was seized 
with a fresh hemorrhage at this point, 
and adjourned further proceedings un- 
til 9:30 o’clock this morning.

ORDINANCE FOR REGULATION OF 
OIL REFINERIES DEFEATED. 


President of the Council Speaks. 
School Bonds Will Bring a Good 
Premium —Another Sewer In- 
apection—Minor I.ems. 


There was a lively discussion of the 
ordinance designed to regulate oil re- 
fineries at the morniag session of the 
City Counci? yesterday, the final out- 
come of which was a vote to sustain 
the Mayor's veto of the measure. This 
ordinance has been the cause of a great 
deal of talk since it passed the Council 
a week ago and a spirited fight has 
been made to have it vetoed and the 
veto upheld. The result yesterday 
shows that the efforts in that direction 
have not been in vain as there were 
only three votes in favor of passing 
the ordinance over the Mayor's veto, 
those of Councilmen Silver, Toll and 
Todd. 

The cause of all the controversy was 
a protest signed by persons living in 
the vicinity of Elmyra and Ann streets, 
objecting to the erection of an oil re- 
finery at the foot of Elmyra street, 
near the Ann-street school. Harring- 
ton Brown, who was prominent in the 
Western Refining and Asphaltum Com- 
pany, is chiefly interested in the new 
refining company which it is proposed 
to call the Southern Oil Refining Com- 
pany. This company formerly owned 
a refinery within about one hundred 
yards of the site of the present bui*i- 
ings, which was sold, so Mr. Brown 
says, to the American Oil Refining 
Company, a trust that seeks to con- 
trol the market. Mr. Brown has 
claimed all the time that it was the in- 


fluence of this company that secured 
the passage of the ordinance and he 
was able to make out a strong case 


because the Council refused last week | 


to grant his attorney one week in 
which to look up the character of the 
signers of the petition. 

Last Wedenesday the Mayor and 
several of the Councilmen went to the 
place where it is proposed to erect the 
refinery and inspected the site. It was 
found to be in a manufacturing dis- 
trict, surrounded by shops, and with 
another refinery close by. In addition. 
Brown assured the Councilmen that all 
the buildings were of brick and that 
the most modern appliances were to 
be put in. No gases would be al- 
lowed to escape, as they would all be 
run through purifiers and burned in 
the furnaces. It was pointed out that 
there were no houses on the north 


side of the two-acre piece near enough |

pany already had three large tanks 
on the ground.

Brown in the refinery matter, asked to 
be heard. The right was accorded him, 
and he spoke in part as follows:

“I wish to state to the Council, first 
of all, that the distriet in which it ts 
proposed to locate this oil refinery is a 
manufacturinggone, given up to shops 
and similar fineries. In fact, there 
is another finery just across the 
street. Mr./6rown and the parties in- 
terested with him in the erection of this 
refinery went into-this district with the 
utmost good faith . They purchased the 
land and made contracts for the deliv-

WILL INSPECT THE SEWERS. % 
Engineer Rudolph to Give His Ex- 
pert Opinfon. 

The Council yesterday decided to 
send for Rudolph Hering, one of the 
foremost sanitary experts in the 
United States, in the hope that he will 
be able to suggest some method for 
preserving the lining of the outfall 
sewer and some means for bettering 
the drainage system in the city. For 

this purpose $200 was appropriated. 

Mr. Hering is not a stranger in Los 
Angeles. He was here in 1886, when 
plans for the sewer system were be- 
ing discussed, and once subsequently. 
It is thought that he will be able to 
give some very practical advice. En- 
gineer Olmsted said yesterday that he 
thought he could tell just what Mr. 
Hering would say regarding the city 
sewers, but that he thought it would 
be worth more than $200 to have that 
engineer say it. 

Mayor Eaton was very much in favor 
of having the engineer sent for on 
account of the outfall sewer. He re- 
marked that any rational man familiar 
with sanitary conditions would know 
what Mr. Hering would say with refer- 
ence to the city sewers, and that would 
be to open all the manholes. Los An- 
geles, he said, was the only city known 
where the sewers were closed aid such 
small pipes used. 

Engineer Hering is well known all 
over the United States. He was sent 
to Europe by the government, and 
while there made an examination of 
the sewer system of all the large cities 
in the old world. He is now in San 
Francisco and was to start East to- 
day, but providing the telegram sent 
yesterday afternoon reaches him he 
will make the return trip by this city, 
where he will spend two days. 


BIDS ON SCHOOL BONDS. 


Issue Will Sell at a Premium—To Be 
Decided Today. 

The bids for the purchase of $200,000 
of school bonds, voted at a special elec- 
tion held August 22 were opened yes- 
terday by the Council. All the bids 
included a substantial premium, and 
the members of the Council and of the 
Board of Education are jubilant in 
consequence. It had been feared that 
owing to the litigation regarding thy 
University annexation the bonds would 
not bring more than par. The repre- 
sentative of Seymour Bros., a well- 
known bond-buying house situated at 
No. 45 Wall street, New York, entered 
his bid without any knowledge of the 
litigation, and when he found out that 
a suit was pending which might pos- 
sibly affect the issue, an attempt was 
made to pull down the bid. This was 
not allowed, and the representative 
was finally persuaded to let the bid 
stand. 

Scarcely ever is there a set of bids 
opened, but what some sharp trick is 
disclosed whereby the bond-buyers 
either individually or in combination, 
hope to profit at the city’s expense. 
Such a scheme is thought to be hid- 
den in the bid of John A. Pirtle, which 
was worded in a very careless manner. 
The bid says: “I will give 10402 for the 
school bonds, etc.” This might be 
taken to mean that $1.0402 would be 
paid for the bonds, taking $1 as the 
basis, or it might be interpreted $104.02 
on the hundred dollars, which is the

WIDOW ROBBED. 


Stockwell Loses Much Money 
and Jewelry. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Oct. 23.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Late this evening it was an- 
nounced that a sensational burglary 
had taken place in the Savoy Hotel,

METHEVER’S TRIAL. 


IT BEGINS IN DEPARTMENT ONE 
BEFORE JUDGH SMITH. 


The Entire Day Yesterday Spent in 
Selecting Seven Jurors, Who 
Will Assist in Trying the Long 
Beach Cobbler for Killing Dor- 
othy McKee. 


*“‘Methever: trial for murder,” slowly 
called the court in Department One 
yesterday morning. 

“Ready, Your Honor,” responded 
Dist.-Atty. Rives, for the prosecution, 
and Messrs. Davis & Morrison, for the 
defense. 

And the trial of E. V. Methever for 
killing Dorothy Mckee on the sandy 
shore at Long Beach :‘last July had be- 
gun. 

Methever is a wiry, vigorous little 
man, 55 years of age, who sat all day 
yesterday with bowed head and wor- 
ried look, taking little notice of the 
things that transpired about him. His 
hair is whitened and his mustache is 
bristle-like and a grizzly gray, set- 
ting off by contrast a rather youth- 
ful complexion that is fresh and florid. 

The accused man is dressed in speck- 
less black and over his right eye runs 
a white bandage that conceals the 
great cavity gouged out by the bullet 
that he fired into his left temple im- 
mediately after the murder. Under- 
neath the -eye the cheek is greatly 
swollen and puffed out, and his head 
is constantly suivering. His every ac- 
tion denotes physical pain. 

The courtroom was crowded yester- 
day, many persons standing for hours, 
although the proceedings were noth- 
ing else than the ordinary routine in 
selecting a jury. A considerable num- 
ber of Long Beach people were among 
the spectators. Mrs. Newcross, an in- 
timate friend of the deceased girl in 
her lifetime, and the father and 
mother, were present, although the 
parents spent most of the time in the 
District-Attorney’s office. 

The entire day was spent in em- 
paneling a jury and at 5 o’clock seven 
men had been chosen. They were 
Hans Olson, W. 8S. Erwin, F. B. Col- 
ver, John W. Fawver, W. B. Kemper, 
E. N. Crane and B. B. Cota. Each 
man who ascends into the box is sub- 
jected to a rigid examination as to his 
views touching insanity as a defense 
for murder. No one was passed who 
showed the least hesitancy in express- 
ing them. The questions propounded 
at length to each juror indicates the 
line of defense. Anticipating great 
difficulty in securing an unprejudiced 
jury, a part of the panel from Judge 
York’s court was ordered down to re- 
inforce the panel which was but yes- 
terday accepted by Judge Smith. 

The jury will be completed some time 
today, in all probability, whereupon 
the trial will proceed as rapidly as 
possible. 


FAULTY JUDGMENT ENTRY. 


Costs That a Woman Will not Get 
Because of an Omission. 

In the case of the estate of Jean 
Leonis against Anna G. Leffinwell, the 
Supreme Court has handed down an 
opinion on two appeals that were. ar- 
gued and submitted in July. 

The action was ejectment and was 
brought by Jean Leonis, since de- 
on October 16, 1886, against 
Anna G. Leffinwell. After lLeonis’s 
death, his executor, Michael Leonis; 
was substituted as plaintiff.. The case 
was tried by a jury, which on June

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15, 1888, returned a verdict in favor of 


defendant. On the following day judg- 
ment was entered; plaintiff was to take 
nothing and pay costs. On the same 
day defendant filed her cost bill, taxed 
in the sum of $686.55, but the costs were 
never entered in the judgment. 

The judgment stood as originally en- 
tered, without any further proceedings, 
for nearly eight years, when the de- 
fendant moved the Superior Court for 
an order requiring the clerk to enter 
the amount of the costs in the judg- 
ment and make the Bame payable out 
of the estate of Jean Leonis. The court 
refused to grant the motion, and from 
the order so refusing, appeal. was taken, 
which order the Supreme Court now 
affirms, and defendant must still glim- 
mer for her costs in the case she won 
so many years ago. : 


HE WAS RUN OVER. 


Sapreme Court Against Boys Who 
Played With Street Cars. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
order of the late Judge W. H. Clark 
in the suit brought by Otis George, a 
minor, against the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company, denying a new trial. 
The jury found a general verdict for 
defendant. Action was for personal 
injuries, by reason of an accident that 
occurred in East Los Angeles at the 
end of the company’s Daly-street line. 

“Young George was a pupil of a public 
school near by, and on the day of the 
injury, a number of boys, including 
George, left school about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and on their way home 
stopped to play with several small cars, 
known as “trailers,” that had been 
stationed at the end of the line for use 
during the hours when traffic was 
heavy.

The clerk of the board has been in- 
structed to advertise for sale a fran- 


way beginning at the intersection of 
Los Robles avenue with the north 
city limits of Pasadena, thence north 
along Los Robles avenue to Washington 
street, east on Washington street to 
Lake avenue, thence south on Lake 
avenue to the north limits of the city 
of Pasadena. The sale will be held 
at the application of the Los Angeles 
and Pasadena Electric Railway Com- 
pany. 

An ordinance has been adopted mak- 
ing it a misdemeanor for any person, 
firm or corporation to use sewage in 
irrigating strawberries, celery, lettuce, 
radishes, tomatoes, or onions. The 
ordinance will go into effect in about 
two weeks. Its violation shall lay a 
person liable to a fine of from $20 to

Chambers was formerly 
a grocer at South Santa Monica, who 
in July, 1898, insured his stock and 
fixtures for $2500. In September the 
property was destroyed by fire, and an 
adjuster was sent to ascertain the facts 
of loss, etc. A compromise was finally 
agreed upon at $2200, which amount 
was paid. Very soon thereafter, how- 
ever, the money was tied up by the 
companies on attachment, the allega- 
tions being made that Chambers had 
by fraud and misrepresentation made 
it appear that he had lost'a stock 
worth over $2500, whereas, it was 
averred, the merchandise was worth 
only $650.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


REQUISITIONS FOR HIGH SCHOOL 
SUPPLIES CONSIDERED. 


Ubiquitous Typewriter Stools and 
Wall Mapes Caused Confusion 


at Last Night's Meeting—Mach 
Regular Bosiness Transacted. 


The City Board of Education, at its 
meeting last night, devoted the best 
part of its time to the consideration of 
the requisitions for supplies for use in 
the High School, and Principal Housh 
was on hand to go over the list sub- 
mitted, and explain in detail to the 
members of the board the need for 
each item. A reminder of the type- 
writer muddle at the last regular meet- 
ing came to light when it was found 
that thirty-two typewriter stools were 
ordered on the requisition, and inquiry 
developed the fact that the goods had 
been delivered. This item was accord- 
ingly stricken off. 

Principal Housh set forth in no un- 
certain way the overcrowded condition 
of the High School building, the un- 
wieldy size of the classes, and the 
woefully small number of class refer- 
ence books on hand. It developed that 
the only copy of Holmeas’s works for 
use of the classes in literature is a 
copy of his poems. Similar poverty 
exists in the works of other standard 
authors, and after considerable dis- 
cussion a small number of works was 
ordered secured. 

The High School has but one map of 
the United States for the use of the 
history classes, and asked for two 
more. The request was laid over for 
further action, one member of the 
board remarking that, as the map is 
being changed so rapidly, it would be 
economy to defer the purchase for a 
time. The liberality of the board was 
shown, however, when the items of a 
book of psalms and a book of Acts 
were reached. Without dissent the 
supply clerk was directed to buy a 
set comprising all the books of the 
Bible. / 

The pencil was used without stint 
upon the list of articles wanted for 
the grammar grades, and the number 
of articles elided threatened to equal 
the number approved. A music chart, 
three couches, kindergarten chairs, ta- 
bles and thermometers fell by the way- 
side, and when scaled down as low 
as possible the requisitions were passed 
and the supplies ordered purchased. 

When the report on educational sup- 
plies came up it was found that only 
1000 copies of the annual report had 
been bid on by the contractors, while 
1500 were needed, consequently this 
part of the report failed of adoption, 
and new bids were ordered posted. W. 
E. McKee was awarded the contract 
for printing 1000 copies of the Teachers’ 
Hand Book at $1.24 per printed page. 
An emergency supply of lead and slate 
pencils amounting to about $20, was 
ordered from Lazarus & Melzer, the 
lowest bidders. 

The firm which has the contract for 
furnishing péns to the schools was re- 
ported slow in supplying goods, and the 
proper committee was authorized to 
serve notice that unless the pens are 
furnished at once the articles will be 
purchased and charged to the account 
of the delinquents. 

Superintendent Foshay submitted his 
monthly report, showing an enrollment 
of 17,152 pupils, and an average daily 
attendance of 15,465. Classes of girls in 
cooking began work on the 16th inst., 
in accordance with the directions of 
Many schools throughout 
the city were reported overcrowded, 
and the efficiency of the work conse- 


| 


quently hampered. One hundred and 
twenty-three pupils are enrolled tn the 
evening schools. 

The superintendent's report called 
attention to the property missing from 
many schools at the end of the summer 
vacation, and Building Commissioner 
Hogan explained in part how some of 
the logses occurred. The greatest 
losses were reported from buildings 
upon which repairs had been made, and 
it was thought that a mild form of 
kleptomania had existed among the 
workmen. Closets and desks had been 
opened, and many books and articles 
of small value had been taken, but it 
was found impossible by the board to 
fix the blame for the pilfering. 

The report of the Building Superin- 
tendent was filed, and emergency re- 
pairs as recommended were ordered. 

Bills amounting to $584.50, together 
with salaries of janitors and teachers, 
were ordered paid as reported by the 
Finance Committee. 

The resignation of Miss ina Wright, 
a teacher at the Twenty-eighth-street 
school, was accepted. Miss Wright se- 
cured leave of absence two weeks ago, 
and went to Santa Cruz, where she 
was married. 

Anna Reid, Agnes E. Daniels, Mary 
J. Clarke, Leslie Lynn, Lioy Galpin, 
Harriet Gillespie and Emma O'Connor 
were elected as substitute teachers, 
and the following were changed from 
the substitute to the regular list: 
Kathrine Meyers, A. P. Chapin, Viola 
Backus, Lyman Gregory, Grace Finney, 
Fannie M. Phillips, Mrs. Mabel Petti- 
grew, Mabel Grey, Lillian Williamson, 
Clara Heald, Mrs. M. M. Murdock, 
Laura Duncan, M. Ellen Case, Ada F. 
Blanchard, Alice McCollum, May M. 
Hartley, Helen Braden and Kate F, 
Smith. 

Authority was granted to Miss Stev- 
enson, supervisor of cooking and sew- 
ing, to employ help in preparing ma- 
terial for distribution to the classes in 
sewing. 

The matter of tuition was brought up 
by Udell, who held that no Board of 
Education has a right to demand pay- 
ment from any pupil in the primary or 
grammar grades, if such pupils’ parents 
are residents of the State. The secre- 
tary was instructed to request the City 
Attorney to quote the law in the mat- 
ter. 

The board took action in a number 
of minor matters, including a commu- 
nication from the Board of Health, 
laid over from the last meeting, the in- 
surance on the Seventh-street school, 
and the posting of bids for piano-tun- 
ing. A bid on school lunches was re- 
ceived from Mrs. Elsie Clapper, but 
was not acted upon. Various small re- 
pair jobs were ordered, and the em- 
ployment of a janitor was authorized 
for the Sloyd and cooking rooms at the 
Sixth-street school. 

The board adjourned after abolishing 
the Committee on Educational Sup- 
plies and on Furniture and Fuel, and 
transferring the members thereof to 
the new Committees on Purchases and 
Distribution. 


Let’s See Obrselves as Others See Us, 


[Pomona Times:] The Pomona press 
is a unit in condemning a Sunday 
street fight between drunken men, 
that continued for nearly an hour, the 
fighters unmolested by any peace offi- 
cer. Such things blazoned to the world 
—as they are certain to be—do more 
hurt to that city than all her blessings 
can outweigh. Every man, woman and 
child of understanding in Pomona 
should be each a committee of one, 
first,. to punish these blackguards:; 
and, second, to make the town too hot 
to hold those who are likely to repeat 
the disgrace. The fact that one of 
them “is a good fellow when not 
drunk” makes his shame all the more 
offensive.—[Los Angeles Times, Oc- 
tober 12. 

The above is strong, but none too 
strong. Pomona cannot afford to 
tolerate drunken brawls on Sunday 


or any other day. There !s no excuse 
for their toleration. We have two 
city peace officers—one day and one 
night. The late fight was on Second 
street between Main and Thomas—a 
central place on the main business 
street, in daylight. 

The fighters in the late cage, if they 
live to be a little older, will grievoumsy 
regret their conduct, unless they re- 
main street brawlers. It will be a 
long time before they can have the 
confidence of business people, if they 
ever did have it. Every day business 
men and employers of labor are_be- 
coming more careful as to the char- 
acter of the boys and men they em- 
ploy. Aside from injury to their busl- 
ness prospects, their health is injured. 
They may not at once recognize this 
fact, but fact it is. The body is a 
delicately-constructed machine — In 
fact, a “harp of a thousand strings,” 
and is easily put out of tune and in a 
painful condition. 

If boys expect to be men of good 
standing, men with good credit, men 
that individuals or the community will 
honor with private or public employ- 
ment, they. must maintain good char- 
acters and good health. 

Boys will have and should have rec- 
reation and fun: but drinking and 
fighting are not amusing and are per- 
sonally debasing and health-destroy- 
ing.

INVOKE THE FUTURE. 


Obtaining Adwance Glimpses of 
Thetr Husbands to Be—Weird 
Rites Practiced in Scotland, the 
Home of the Druids, That May 
*Farnish Some Amusement. 


[Cincinnati Enquirer: ] Each year 
brings its repetitfon, at this season, of 
the superstitions surrounding Hal- 
loween, the festival of the young 
people. The night of October 31 has 
been, for years so long flown by that 
no one knows their beginning,’ held as 
a time when the veil of the future 
might be drawn aside for at least one 
brief message from the Fates. 

It is the vigil of Hallowmas, or All 
Saints’ day. Yet it has no Christian 
meaning, but, on the contrary, is es- 
sentially paganistic. On this night, 
above all others, spirits were supposed 
to walk the earth, strange dreams 
foretold prosperity or adversity, lovers 
were tested by various charms, future 
marriages were arranged, and the 
wilder the superstition the more cur- 
rent its belief. According to ancient 
traditiom that which is human is en- 
dowed on All Halloween with the won- 
drous power of detaching itself from 
the visible and allowing the spirit in- 
dividuality to leave its house of flesh 
and blood and soar away to the realms 
of the immaterial. Out of this union 
of spirits came the belief in the great 
power of divination on that night to 
obtain whatever was wished or longed 
for. In modern times Halloween has 
always been enjoyable because of the 
popular superstitions attaching to it. 
There is something attractive, espe- 
cially to the young, in that which is 
weird and fantastic, and a night when 
imagination may run riot, when any 
supernatural story may be believed, 
when fairies and goblins are supposed 
to shold high revelry, and any cere- 
mony, however extravagant, may be 
indulged in, is sure to be popular. 

The first ceremony of Halloween 
among the Scotch is the pulling of a 
stock or plant of kail. All the com- 
pany go out and with closed eyes each 
pulls the first plant of this kind he or 
she is able to lay hold of. Its being 
big or little, straight or crooked, is 


prophetic of the size, shape and other } 


characteristics of the grand object of 
all the Halloween spells—the husband 
or wife. If any earth remains cling- 
ing to the root, that signifies fortune, 
and the state of the heart of the stem, 
as perceptible to the taste, is indica- 
tive of the natural temper and disposi- 
tion of a future spouse. 

Burning nuts is a famous Caledonian 
charm. o hazel nuts, sacred to the 
witches, one bearing the name of the 
lad and the other the lass, are laid on 
the fire, side by side, and accordingly 
as they burn quietly together or start 
away from one another, so will be the 
progress and issue of the courtship. 

Another test is for the lassie to take 
a candle and, going alone, by its light 
only, stand before a mirror and eat an 
apple. Some traditions say one should 
comb one’s hair instead of eating the 
apple. The conditions of the spell being 
perfect, a shadowy face, supposed to 
be that of the maiden’s future hus- 
band, will be seen in the glass, as if 
peeping over her shoulder. 

Another Halloween entertainment 
consists of peeling apples and tossing 
the peeling backward over the left 
shoulder after whirling it three times 
around the head. Whatever letter of 
the alphabet the peeling forms is the 
initial of the one who is to accompany 
you up the aisle of the future. 

If, however, the initialjis not sufff- 
cient, you can learn the full name of 
the all-important person by filling your 
mouth full of water and walking s#lcwly 


around the block. If by accident the 
water should be swallowed or ejected 
The 
name you hear uttered on your journey 
will be the fatal one. If absolute silence 
greets you, you are doomed to single 
blessedness. 

Ducking for apples and the attempt! 
to secure, by means of the mouth only, 


ran apple balanced upon a stick sus- 


pended from the ceiling, upon the other 
end of which is a lighted candle, pro- 
vokes much laughter, and no little spir- 
ited competition. 
For a girl to know if she will marry | 
within the year, she must obtain a 
green pea pod in which there are ex- 
actly nine peas, hang it over the door, 
and if the next man guest entering be 
a bachelor, her own marriage will fol- 
low within twelve months. This spell 
is sometimes tried at other times than 
at Halloween, but the conditions then 
are generally considered less favoraple. 
Three small rings should be purchased 
by a maiden during the period of a new 
moon, each at a different place. She 
should tie them together with her left 
‘garter, and place them in her left glove, 
with a scrap of paper cut heart shaped, 
on which her sweetheart’s name has 
been written in blue ink. The whole 
should be placed under her pillow when 
retiring Halloween, and she will dream

They Gave the Police a Hot Chase. 
Pickwitk Club Favors Introdac- 
tion of a Cafe, Without Liquors. 
Mrs. Burdette as a Lecturer, 
Ladd Scorns 


PASADENA, Oct. 23.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence. } Between 10 and il 
o’clock last evening some boys broke 
into a room in the rear of a Japa- 
nese restaurant on North Fair Oaks 
avenue. It was a particularily tempt- 
ing room at just this time, because a 
fresh invoice of watermelons had been 
stowed away in it. The youngsters 
were having the feast of their lives, 
when the proprietor heard their smoth- 
ered suzzles and yum-yums of satis- 
faction and burst in upon the:n like 
a dark brown Nemesis, or an angry 
Jap, or almost anything of that sort. 
The boys fled into the street and he 
put after them, yelling for the police 
and crying “him steal, him steal!” 
Officer Reynolds took up the race and 
pursued the urchins up the Santa Fé 
railroad track to Los Robles station, 
when they left the sleepers and started 
east. The policeman’s wind was not 
as good as theirs. He kept after them 
as far as Lake avenue, when he had 
to give in. He says this evening that 
he is so lame that he can hardly walk, 
and ‘he wants no more watermelon 
parties in the policeman’s lot, which 
always used to be a happy ome in 
Pasadena. But it was the mischance 
of one of the fleeing youths to drop 
his cap, which was picked up by Offi- 
cer Pinkham. By its aid the loser was 
identified and today all the “guilty 
wretches’* were rounded up. They had 
to pay the Japanese a high price for 
his melons—and that settles it. 

PICKWICK CLUB. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting of 
the Pickwick Club was held this even- 
ing for the purpose of discussing the 
proposed additions of a café as a fea- 
ture of the club, there now being no 
club. restaurant in town. The senti- 
ment of the meeting was overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of the plan. At an ad- 
journed meeting next Monday evening, 
the directors will report full details 
as to cost, etc., and a definite arrange- 
ment will be made. The club has de- 
cided that no intoxicating liquors of 
any kind shall be served in its café. 
It is proposed to employ a good chef 
and get up as fine dinners and lun- 
cheons as anybody may order. It was 
voted to raise the dues to $2 per month. 

DOESN’T LOVE US. 

Cc. B. Ladd, the Los Angeles attorney, 
thinks Pasadena is a lop-sided town, 
incapable of furnishing a fair-minded 
jury to try a.case wherein the liquor 
traffic is interested. Ladd paid his re- 
spects to the community this morning 
in the Recorder’s court, when his cli- 
ent, F. E. Simonds, of North Pasadena, 
came up for sentence for having dis- 
turbed a temperance meeting. The at- 
torney not only raked the jury fore and 
aft, but scraped the cuticle off the en- 
tire town, which he declared is blinded 
and demoralized by prejudice. 

Ladd made a great | break in one 
of the reasons he set forth for his re- 
quest for a new trial. He declared 
that the trial was illegally conducted, 
because the jurors had been suinmened 
Dy the City Marshal, some of them “rom 
North Pasadena, whereas the City 
Marshal had no right to summon jururs 
from. outside the city limits. The lw, 
however, confers this right oa marshals 
of cities of the sixth class, and Mar- 
shal Lacey did not exceed his authority. 
The nerviest plea of Ladd, though, was 
his demand that the verdict be set 
aside because, while the evidence 
showed that only two persons were dis- 
turbed by the defendant’s talk in the 
meeting, the court failed to instruct 
the jury to that effect, as per attorney's 
request. 

The court denied the motion for a 
new trial, and ordered the defendant 
to pay a fine of $25, or go to jail for 
twenty-five days. He appealed. If the 
case had not been contested it is likely 
the fine would have been about $5. 

MRS. BURDETTE TALKS, TOO. 

Mrs. Clara Baker Burdette of this 
city, who is traveling through the 
South with her husband, is something 
of a lecturer herself. In Birmingham, 
Ala., one day last week, she made two 
addresses, one in the morning to the 
students of the Pollock-Stephens Insti- 
tute, and another in the afternoon to 
the Birmingham Woman's Club. The 
subject of the latter address, which was 
given to a large and brilliant gathering 
of women, was “The Club Life of 
Women.” Her friends hereabouts will

DEATH OF NOAH SMITHWICK, A 
WELL-KNOWN CHARACTER. 


Texas Ranger, Indian Fighter, Civil 
War Veteran and Newspaper 
Contributor—A Vicious Runa. 
way—Hunrgerford Trial Resumed. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 23.—{Regular 
Correspondence. } Noah Smithwick, 
aged. 92 years, died in this city late 
Saturday night, and was buried today, 
the funeral services being held at the 
family ‘residence, corner West and 
Fifth streets, and were conducted by 
D. M. Baker, editor of the Weekly 
Bulletin. In the death of Noah Smith- 
wick, Santa Ana loses a character of 
some renown. Deceased was born in 
Hopkinsville, «y., in 1807. He re- 
moved to Texas in the year 1827, and 
soon entered the Texas revolution, 
fighting under Gen. Sam Houston. As 
a Texas Ranger he was a terror, and 


fought the Indians with a_ reckless 
daring that brought him into local 
prominence in the Lone Star State. 

In the beginning of the war of the 
rebellion, his sympathy was with the 
North. So outspoken was he in sus- 
taining the government that it be- 
came very unpieasant for him to re- 
main in his old neighborhood, and be- 
coming disgusted with the attitude of 
his State government relative to the 
war, he left the country, coming to 
California more than thirty years ago. 
He settied in Tulare county, where 
he lived and prospered for about ten 
years, then came south and settled in 
the Santa Ana Valley, where he re- 
sided the remainder of his life. Al- 
though entitled to a section of land in 
Texas as a result of his valiant serv- 
ices in the Texas revolution, he would 
never go back to that State, so strong 
was his feeling against the attitude of 
the State in the war of the rebellion. 
For years he has been a well-known 
character in this city, and although 
quite feeble, has contributed largely to 
the columns of the local press. He 
was a forcible writer, always writing 
as he fought with a daring, yet pre- 
cision, that won for him the respect 
of the community. 


SANTA ANA BREVITIES. 


Deeds are being filed with the 
County Recorder transferring property 
in the vicinity of Richfield to the 
Southern California Railroad Com- 
pany, all of which indicates that that 
company proposes to soon construct a 
spur from its present line through the 
Santa Ana Cafion to the oil wells in 
the northern portion of the county. 
The survey for this spur has already 
been made and as soon as the right- 
of-way is clear the work of construc- 
tion will probably be begun. At pres- 
ent the company has to haul the oil 
in tank-wagons a distance of four 
miles to the nearest railway station.

TRAINS ANNOUNCED TO RUN SOON 
ON THE COAST LINE. 


Railroad Officials Say it Will Be in 
a Few Days—Work on the “Gap’’ 
to Be Pushed—Two Inches of 
Water Struck. 


SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 23.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Railroad officials 
in this city announce that trains will 
be running over the coast line as far 
south as Gaviota within a very few 
days, as the track has been laid within 
a mile and a nalf from that point 
now. When trains begin running, two 
stage lines which also have the gov- 
ernment mail contracts, will cease 
running. The track will also be laid 
as far north as Naples within a short 
time, and daily trains run in that di- 
rection. When this occurs, there will 
be only about twenty-three miles of 
“gap’’ line to be completed. 

Forty more teams with men to drive 
and handle them are to be put to work 
tomorrow at Ramish & Marsh's grad- 
ing camps on the “gap.” The work 
at this point was delayed for some 
weeks whea work on the “gap” com- 
menced. It is therefore behind and 
will be greatly hurried up. 

Two inches of water have been struck 
at the San Roqui tunnel, the biz wa- 
ter shaft being run west of town by the 
Pacific Improvement: Company. This 
tunnel was commenced but a short 
time ago, and pending the arrival of 
an expensive drilling power plant has 
been cut by hand. It is now 300 feet 
into the side of the mountain. The 
main ledge of the mountain has just 
been struck. The two inches developed 
therefore give a fine prospect of what 
may be found before the tunnel reaches 
its contract length of 2700 feet. Con- 
tractor O’Neal said-this morning, that 
he hoped to have his machinery here 
by the first. Meantime, work will be 
shut down on account of the lack of 
an air plant.

If the plans of the American Cycle
